WOULD TAX WATER POWER. 
Wisconsin Committee Will Meet

MILWAUKEE (Wis.) Aug. 14.—(Ex- | 
clusive Dispatch.] The special Water 
Powers Committee will meet at Osh- 
kosh on Monday. At this meeting 
steps will be taken to formulate a plan 
for taxing the developed water powers 
of the State, and for legislation that 
will enable the State to maintain con- 
trol over this natural resource, esti- 
mated at millions in value, 

Owners of water powers have en- 
gaged the ablest counsel in this case 
to fight any taxing project that may 
be proposed, and litigation that may 
extend over years is in prospect. The op- 
ponents to taxing water powers assert 
that the riparian rights along streams 
are vested in the owners of shore 
properties, and have not devolved to 
the State or have ever been owned by 
the commonwealth. In reply, the com- 
mittee will go ahead working on two 
plans. | 

The first is a law that will assert 
State ownership as paramount and 
providing for an annua! rental of these 
powers for a definite term of years at 
a specified sum per horse-power de- 
veloped. The second proposition in- 
gludes State control of water powers, 
and provides for a license fee for the 
use of the franchise.

Local Architects Get Award for Two 
New Public Buildings in 
Santa Ana. 


The Board of Education of Santa 
Ana has awarded the contract for 
planning two handsome new grammar 
schools for that city to Dennis & Far- 
well of Los Angeles. Perspectives of 
the two designs accepted are repro- 
duced on this page.

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URING the warmest aays of the year teathers so ‘nut resemble fur that the short 


most people are only too glad not to 
even think of winter clothes, but as 
September approaches and the leaves 
‘turn, fickle woman seizes with delight her new 
opportanity to invest in the novelties laid out go 
snare her. 
Among these triumphs of the maker’s art we 
find lovely soft feathers made up as substitutes 
* for furs—and these airy affairs are really a pro- 
tection, too. They look as light as thistledown, 
yet, in spite of that, they may be worn in quite 
severe weather. The very warmest of these sum- 
mer or autumn furs are made of marabou, or, 
rather, they are made of the downy feathers 


taken from the wings of that African stork.’ 


Even the most devoted bird lovers need feel no 
qualms in wearing these warm ruffs, for the 
feathers may be taken from the bird with no 
more pain than the ostrich suffers when his 
glorious plumes are plucked. 

Sometimes the feathers are brown and some- 
times. white. Indeed, a combination of the two 
is not fare. This is admirably shown in the 
short searf of white marabou, for here the ends 
of the feathers shade toward a golden brown. 

A stole 6f downy marabou is all of dark 
brown, This is formed by three long ropes of 
soft feathers, caught togcther at intervals with 
brown silk thread. The whole is g0 light that no 
stronger fastening is necessary, Quite on the 
same order is the white stole, and it. ig as warm 
as fox. If fashion did not decree that marabou 
must not be worn in too frosty weather, it might 
well replace the usual pelts. Indeed, these 


shoulder piece might easily be mistaken for it. 
This oné is rounded at the ends and finished 
with long silk tassels, while its lining of satin 
gives it a heavier look. 

Sometimes the featbers are grouped thickly 
together, forming a ruff to be worn tign'ly round 
‘the neck. Such a one may be fastened with « 
large satin bow. It is better, when buying mara 
bou of this type, to select both ribbon and 
feathers to match the dress. The effect is then 
very good. 

A novelty this year is the maraboy and satin 
scarf made of three ropes of feathers fastened 
om a band of colored satin, It is a graceful ad- 
junct to any costume. The girl in the picture 
wears a gray voile gown and a black hat, while 
her scarf is of black marabou backed with gray 
satin. It affords an efficient protection against 
‘autumn breezes, and it is extremely becoming, 

But sometimes ostrich tips are’ used instead 
of marabou, and these are usually arranged’ in 
boa form, a style which has always been greatly 
‘favored by the Parisienne. Boas are either 

‘allowed to ripple gracefully over each shodl- 
der or else they encircle the neck, one end 
hanging down the front, the other down thé 
back.

OUR BOYS AND GIRLS. 

The teachers in the public and private schools of Los 
Angeles and throughout all Southern California have 
not as many complex human problems to solve as have 
the teachers in the educational institutions of the East. 
The reason of this is that what is known as the “foreign 
element’ does not figure here to an appreciable extent. 
Our boys and girls are almost entirely American. 

Doubless the climatic conditions that prevail in Cali- 
fornia have also a great influence on the characters of 
our boys and girls. This is an open-air country. No 
one is shut in. Even in winter the windows of a school- 
room are kept wide open. Thus the physical bodies of 
our children are not exasperated by the confinement 
which seems unavoidable in those portions of our com- 
mon country where severe climatic conditions prevail 
during nearly the whole of the schoo! term. 

The bulk of the men and women who constitute the 
population of California were born and reared in the 
East, and they can remember vividly their experiences 
at school, back yonder, when they were youngsters. 
They can remember the heavy snowfalls, when it was 
necessary for teams to open up pathways to the little 
red schoolhouses. They can remember the bitter cold 
winter days when the big boys in the schools spent 
nearly*their whole time keeping the stoves going with 
wood or coal so that the little folk would not suffer. 
Windows and doors were shut tight. As a consequence 
the children became nervoug and “cranky.” The switch 
was a great deal in evidence, those days. We are glad 
to be informed, however, that corporal punishment has 
now been quite abolished, even in the East. 

There can be no doubt that the school boys and girls 
of California are far less troubled with “nerves” than 
are the children of less favored climes. They have more 
opportunities for physical exercise, and that results in 
keeping them in good health. The teacher, of course, 
has less trouble with a healthy child than with one who 
is a bundle of nervous distractions. 

Taking them at any point of view, we believe that 
our boys and girls are the most amenable school at- 
tendants in America. Clear-eyed and clean-limbed, they 
are destined to become a race of which the nation may 
well be proud and from which it will receive great com- 
fort. 

We are also proud of the fact that our boys and girls 
are impregnated not only with a desire to acquire learn- 
ing, but that they are far better-behaved than are the 
youngsters of many another place. What is known as 
the city “hoodlum” is rarely seen in Los Angeles. As 
sons and daughters of well-to-do and God-fearing Ameri- 
can parents, our boys and girls are well-behaved from 
instinct. They are respectful to the old and kindly to 
the weak and helpless. It may be that the old Spanish 
sense of chivalry and a heritage of good manners from 
the same source has an influence here, also. At any 
rate, our young people are singularly free from objec- 
tionable conduct. 

Altogether, we are extremely proud of our boys and 
girls. We believe that, as generation after generation 
passes, there will spring up in this favored part of 
America an almost ideal race, which will be strong in 
mind and body and great in soul—e race that will more 
nearly than ever before reflect the design of the All 
Wise Creator. 


COMMON SCHOOLS OF CALIFORNIA. 


BY WALTER J. BALLARD. 


A fact of quite significant interest to California 1s 
made known in the 1908 report of Dr. Elmer Elisworth 
Brown, United States Commissioner of Education. It 
is that of the 382,451 young people of school age (5 to 
18 years) in 1907, 335,645 were enrolled in the common 
schools of the State. 

The enrollment has grown as follows: 


School year.

In this period the average number of days the schools 
were kept during the year increased from 123 to 171, 
giving, in 1906-7, an aggregate of 42,387,480 days’ at- 
tendance. The average number of days attended by 
each pupil in that year was 126.3. 

In 1906-7 the teachers numbered 9,714, of whom 8,439 
were women and 1275 men. The average monthly salary 
of the men is $112.04, and of the women, $76.06, making 
a general average of $80.54. 

The number of schoolhouses in 1906-7 was 3868, and 
the value of all school property totaled $36,680,310. 
Both of these items are larger now. ' 

In addition, 37,226 pupils were enrolled in the private 
schools of the State, making a total public and private 
school enrollment of 372,871, out of the total school 
population of 382,451. 

The year’s total school revenue (excluding balances 
on hand and proceeds of bond sales) was $10,913,730, 
derived from:

German Universities. 


The number of students at the German universities 
continues to increase. There were 51,700 martriculated 
students this year, compared with 47,799 last summer. 
Of these 25,638 attended the Prussian universities. The 
chief increase took place in philology, medicine, natural 
science and especially in dentistry. ‘There were 11.657 
law students, 9642 in medicine, 13,911 in philology and 
history, and 7385 in mathematics and natural science, 
Berlin, as usual, heads the list, with 7194. There were 
at Leipzig 4581; at Bonn, 3801; Freiburg, 2760; Breslau, 
3347; Halle, 2310; Gottingen, 2239; Heidelberg, 2171;

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PUPILS AND TEACHERS. 


How Ciry Scuoors WILL BE 
OPENED NEXT MONTH. 


N THE morning of September 13, in this Queen 

City of Southern California, an army of more than 

40,000 students will move from all parts of Los 
Angeles to the eighty-five school buildings, where 1164 
teachers will stand ready to meet them. The school year 
of 1909-10 will have begun. 

The remarkable number of institutions, pupils and in- 
structors in this city make of the event one of great im- 
portance. In order that this date may be well defined in 
the mind of the public, the Board of Education has 
decided that the opening of the public schools will here- 
after always’ take place on the Monday nearest to Sep- 
tember 10. This year ft will fall upon the 13th, and at 
8 o’clock in the morning of that day, the enrollment of 
the student body will begin. No ceremonials will be 
observed, and Ahe work will proceed as quietly and 
quickly as circumstances will permit. 

Of the vast army of 40,000 students, about 35,000 will 
be comprised in the classes of the first eight years, to 
be instructed In the kindergarten, primary and grammar 
schools. The balance of approximately 5000 will fre- 
quent the High Schools. The probable attendance of 
the night schools will be in the neighborhood of 500 for 
the.elementaries and cf 1500 for the High Schools 
Their number is comprised in the total of 40,000. While 
this last figure represents a tolerably correct estimate 
of the initia} enrollment, ft will fn all probability be 
greatly augmented during the school year, especially in 
the months of February and March. At that time, the 
army of students may be swelled to some 50,000, and 
the force of instructors proportionately increased. 


THE STUDENTS’ QUARTERS. : 
- There are at present in the city eighty-four school 


buildings, of which four, however, are classed as tem- | 


porary structures. They are: The Fifty-first-street 


school, the Fifty- d-st , 
y-second-street school, the Sixty-eightn- "schools. 


street schoo! and the Marengo-street school. 


Another similar building at East Sixty-sixth and 


Main streets, known as the Sixty-sixth-street school, 
will be ready for occupancy on the opening date of the 
school year, September 13. Of the eighty permanent 
structures, four are High Schools, known, respectively, 
as the Los Angeles High School, Polytechnic High 
School, Gardena High School and Olive-street school. 
The last-named was opened to students in February, 
1909. The other buildings are kindergarten, primary, 
grammar and evening schools. 

The problem which the school board is constantly 
facing is to give accommodation and instruction to 
every pupil that applies for them, whether in the ele- 
mentary or in the High Schools. If the total enrollment 
were not in excess of 40,000, the solution would be 


achieved by erecting buildings, or frame annexes to the 


main schoolhouses. This course was followed during 
the past year, 1908-09, when additional quarters were 
added to the Vernon-avenue school, the Fourteenth- 
sreet school, the San Pedro-street school and the 
Hooper-street school. But these provisions could not 


prevent overcrowding, nor avoid a diminished efficiency | 


in the instruction of the classes. During that year the 
maximum enrollment was 43,716 for the elementary and 


4711 for the High Schools, including the attendance at | 


the night institutions. The overflow, which worked 


«hardships upon the system in general, was about 800 for 
the lower grades, and perhaps 300 for the High Schools. . 
These were cared for in the manner stated, and caused | 


much dissatisfaction. From present indications, it ap- 


pears that during the coming year the overflow in the | 
Hich Schools will easily exceed 400, and while no esti- , 


mate can be formed upon that in the elementaries, it 
will undoubtedly be much superior to last year’s. Ac 
cording to the school officials, the same adverse condl- 
tions already experienced will be renewed when the 
work of instruction begins again. All through the 
Ninth and Sixtk wards the congestion will be great. 
The Cornwell-street, the Bridge-street and the Euclid- 
avenue schools are expecting to be overcrowded, 
although provided with temporary extra quarters. The 
institutions in the southeast sections will suffer like- 
wise, despite their annexes. 
NONE TURNED AWAY. 

In all probability many families will send their sons 
ani daughters to private institutions, as was the case 
last year, and if this movement takes place to any con- 
siderable extent it will bring about some relief. How- 
ever, the school board officials affirm that no applicant 
who desires to frequent the schools and receive instruc- 
tion will be turned away, and that, should the situation 
warrant it, some of the pupils will be put on half-day 
time in order to make room for others. 

With regard to the night schools, the expected in- 
crease over the attendance of last year will be cared for 
by making use of the day schools’ quarters, by which 
system it is proposed to avoid any crush. 

Actual relief can only be obtained, ft is said, through 
the erection of new permanent buildings, and for this 
purpose large sums of money will be necessary. 

NEW BUILDINGS PLANNED. 

Plans have been made for the following definite 
projeets: 

(1.) The erection of a modern manual training High 
School, to be located, probably, in the south section of 
the city. 

(2.) The enlargement and completion of the Gardena 


High School. 
(3.) The building of an addition to the Polytechnic 


High School. 
This will be accomplished with the High School por- 


tion of the bonds. The money obtained form the éle- 
mentary school bonds is to be devoted to the construc- 
tion of new grammar schools, according as their need is 
made manifest. 

Citizens of the southwest, southeast and northeast sec- 
tions of Los Angeles are clamoring, according to the 
Board of Education, for school facilities, .and it is 
affirmed their demands will receive attention immedi- 
ately following the legalization of the school bonds. A 
schoo! building in the northeast part would relieve the 
Cornwell-street school, and it is also planned to form 
a new district there. An institution at Sixteenth and 
Arlington streets is considered indispensable. 

TEACHERS EMPLOYED. 

The erection of new buildings ts not the only conse- 
quence of the increased number of students. Proportion- 
ately to the enrollment, the force of teachers must also 
be augmented. The precise number to be employed the 
coming year cannot be determined until September 1, 
whn the board will convene, but the following figures 
are believed to be what the circumstances will require. 
(The number employed last year is noted for compari-

The number of primary and grammar school teachers 


includes those of the deaf and dumb, of the cooking and 
of the evening elementary schools, and also the princi- 
pals, of whom there is one to each institution.

Whether or not the bond issue is made legal by the 
courts, the increased number of teachers will be main- 
tained. The schedule of salaries for the previous two 


' years will be readopted, the maximum for the elemen- 


taries remaining at $984 and that of the High Schools 

at $1500. If the number of pupils increases during the 

year to such a degree as to require a further augmenta- 

tion in the force of teachers, this will at once be made. 
FINANCIAL SITUATION. 

At the beginning of the last school year, the High 


| School department had a credit balance of $14,499.93, 


and the lower grades a balance of $262,565.96. The total 
income during the year ending June 30, 1909, for the 
High Schools was $237,276.85, and for the lower grades 
it amounted to $1,236,518.91. 

The total expenses for the High Schools, not includ- 
ing money paid for sites, buildings and furniture, for the 
same year were $254,105. The total expenses for the ele- 


' mentaries, excluding the same. items as for the high 


grades, were $1,017,766. 

The valuations of the buildings and sites for the last 
two years are as follows:

| charge of a class-room was, on average daily attendance, 


33; on enrollment, 46. 

The average cost per pupil on current expenses was, 
on attendance, $42.75; on enrollment, $30.32. The aver- 
age cost in the kindergarten was $21.59; in primary 
and grammar grades, $29.23; in the High School depart- 
ment, $63.99. The average cost per capita for school 
purposes was $5.38. In the opinion of the school off- 
cials, when the figures corresponding to the above for 
the school year ending last June are compilef, it will 
be found that their average has been increased. This, 
it is believed, will be especially noticeable in the cost 
per «apita. 

It is the object of this city to have many moderate- 
sized schools, rather than a few large ones, and this en- 
tails the employment of an unusual number of princi- 
pals. The extension </ the special work, as of the kin- 
dergarten, to every part of the city, and to include every 
child, the introduction of medical inspection, the exten- 
sion of several kinds of manual work to every grade, 
the establishment of ungraded rooms and truany schools, 
with small numbers of pupils, all contribute to swell the 
expenses of the school system. Still, it is shown that the 
current expenses.of this department are lower than 


other cities of its size, the average cost per capita for | 


school purposes in thirteen of the most important cities 
in the United States being about $5.87. During the 
year 1907-08 the total cost of schools per capita of pu- 
pils in average attendance, including cost of building, 
a 20 per cent. increase in the salaries of the teachers, 
and other expenses, was $61.10.

Downtown, at least one building—the Blanchard—has 
become notable throughout the country for ite many 
musical activities. The Blanchard building is a sort of 
Los Angeles Carnegie Hall, and many are the teachers 
who have busy days upon its three floors. 

Yet other large new buildings in the downtown dis- 
trict have been making places for studios and music- 
school facilities. The building of the Young Women’s 
Christian Association, Hamburger’s Majestic Theater 
building, and other modern. structures might be 
instanced here. 

As far as special branches are coficerned, voice seems 
to have the lead among teachers and pupils, with violin 


and plano closely seconding, and perhaps tying each 


other for second place. 

The vocal teachers of Los Angeles represent the fore- 
most schools of every country. There are teachers from 
Paris, teachers from Berlin, teachers from Milan, and 
teachers, also, from our progressive American institu- 
tions which, it must be remembered, appear to’take the 
best of every country _by a process of careful selection. 

The pianistic teaching ranks are really notable, includ- 
ing a number of men who have won recognition for 
their own meritorious performances in every European 
capital. 

The same may be said about the violin teachers, sev- 
eral of whom are not only well-known as instructors 
of others, but have themselves been virtuosi of no mean 
renown. 

Even composition is honored in Los Angeles, for the 
writings of Los Angeles musicians are being published 
monthly by music-houses practically around the world. 
Chureh pieces by one Los Angeles teacher are presented 
in every English-speaking country. Another teacher 
has composed some brilliant piano music, while a third 
has jumped into celebrity as an orchestral composer. 

The orchestral field is not neglected, either, as there 
are instructors here in every orchestral branch, and 
their pupil-products, aggregated into several non-profes- 
sional orchestras, give very enjoyable concerts at inter- 
vals during the year. 

As for the fakir: he is under every brush pile of large 
teaching, but the musical profession of Los Angeles has 
waged for him and his unclean kind the most vigorous 
campaign ever given in this country. without doubt. 

Years ago, when the field was new and the picking 
good, indeed, the half-baked, ignorant teacher, flourished 
here. 

But his downfall came with the organization of the 
powerful Gamut and Dominant Clubs, two of the most 
unique fraternal bodies in American music. The Gamut 
Club, especially, since it is a regular club organization 
of men, has waged increasing war on the fakir, and the 
brotherly intercourse of musician and musician, and the 
club’s various public-spirited promotions, have done 
much to cleanse the musical atmosphere of the town. 

All fm all, the teaching profession in Los Angeles, as 
far as music is concerned, ts one of the finest and most 
representative bodies In America—wide-awake, progres- 
sive, keen to its own shortcomings, even after the new- 
est and best in method and production. 

Los Angeles ts famous for the musicians it has sent 
forth tnto the great and critical centers of the East 
and Burope—but it could not have become famous with- 
out the faithful, honest, persistent and talented teacher 
behind the prodigy.

HE Los Angeles Conservatory of Music and Arts, 
T now in its twenty-sixth year, is the oldest estab- 

lishment of its kind in Southern California, per- 
haps the only one in the entire State that has been 
continuously under the same management for more than 
a quarter of a century. It was founded in 1883 by Mra. 
Emily J. Valentine, who still remains its active di- 
rector and president, and who probably has tutored 
more pupils in music than any other teacher in Los An- 
geles. 


Mrs. Valentine reports that the past year has been the 
most satisfactory and successful in her long career of 
conducting the Los Angeles conservatory. This happy 
resalt is due in a great measure to a change in the loca- 
tion of the conservatory from No. 327% South Spring 
street, which was the home of the school for eight 
years, to the Walker Auditorium building at Nos. 730- 
732 South Grand avenue, where the institution has more 
commodious quarters and better facilities to accommo- 
date its growing patronage. 

Branch studios are conducted at University, Boyle 
Heights and Highland Park, this city; Long Beach, 
Pasadena, Tropico, Glendale and Burbank, with com- 
petent teachers in charge.

cent expansion. Along with the 
Sas grown the University. Los Angeles 
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street stand the very attractive new quar- 
ters of the College of Liberal Arts. On the 
same campus the Colleges of Music, of 
Pharmacy, and of Oratory and Theology 
have their halls of instruction. The Colleges 
of Law and Dentistry are in the heart af 
the city, and the College of Fine Arts has 
its home in Garvanza, at the extreme east- 
ern end of the city, on the way to Pasadena. 

Four years ago the College of Liberal 
Arts moved into its new building. The ex- 
cellent and finished equipment of the biology 
laboratories excites the admiration of all 
who visit them. An authority in science, 
who is acquainted with the best laboratories 
in Europe and America, declared that no 
better or completer suite of laboratory 
rooms, arranged for undergraduate pur- 
poses, existed anywhere; certainly their 
equal did not exist on this coast. A new 
physical laboratory has just been opened in 
the same wing; and so rapid has been the 
expansion of the college within this period 
that the chemistry halls proved too cramped 
for the accommodation of students, and a 
new frame building had to be éonstructed 
on the campus. ’ 

The Assay and Metallurgical Laboratory 
occupies a large room in this new chemistry 
building. The equipment consists of rock 
crushers, ore grinders of several kinds, 
amalgamating fans, etc., all driven by clec- 
tricity. The furnaces are of the latest type, 
using gas for fuel. The equipment includes 
all the necessary apparatus for all kinds of 
assay work. The equipment includes ap- 
paratus for concentration and amalgamation 
tests, as well as a complete cyanide and 
chlorination plant. Special facilities are 
afforded for the electrolytic-reduction pro- 
cesses. The laboratory is modern in every 
detail. 

The engineering courses established two 
years ago have drawn an increasing num- 
ber of students, and this department is be- 
coming one of the strongest in the univer- 
sity. It will begin the next semester with 
a strong addition to its teaching staff. 

The course in civil engineering is de- 
signed to give a practical as well as theo- 
retical training. Nearly as much time is 
spent in the drawing room, laboratory and 
field as in the lecture room. 

By consulting the schedule following it 
will be seen that considerable time is de- 
voted to mathematics, English, modern lan- 
guages and sciences. Of the more tech- 
nical work, the field engineering is given 
very full treatment in lecture room, office 
and field. 

A very large amount of important en- 
gineering work which is greatly diversified 
by the proximity of harbors, mines, irriga- 
tion and water supply projects, several 
trans-continental railway terminals, and a 
very extensive electric power, and interur- 
ban railway system, is continually going 
on in the vicinity of Los Angeles. Students 
in this department, accompanied by instruc- 
tors, are required to inspect much of this 
work, and to present written reports on 
what they have seen. 


The professional degrees of Civil En- 
gineer and Electrical Engineer are conferred 
on graduates of the university in the Civil 
Engineering and_ Electrical 
courses, respertively, on the satisfactory 
completion, in residence, of one year of 
graduate study, or on having been engaged 
in the active practice of their profession for 
at least three years, two of which shall

have involved responsibility, and the pre- 
sentation of an approved thesis showing 
ability to do independent work. 


The department of Sociology and 
nomics, under the care of a Johns Hopkins 
Ph.D., is growing in strength and impor- 
tance. The regular work is supplemented 
by an extensive series of special lectures by 
leading experts on the Pacific Coast, and by 
Visits to institutions and factories in the 
Vicinity. 

The Education department begins next 
winter with a strong addition to the per- 
sonnel of its teaching staff. 


_ The library is large and well lighted, car- 
peted, and furnished with shelving sufficient 
to hold abeut ten thousand volumes, with 
new tables and chairs for the convenience 
of the students. The number of volumes 
actually accessioned, public documents, and 
pamphlets, is nine thousand. The largest 
recent addition to the library is the “Dean 
George Cochran, D.D., Memorial Library,” 
eooee in the university by his son, George 
. Cochran. Volumes chosen with special 
care to meet the needs of the various de- 
partments of the university have been 
added to the library during the year. 


The Preparatory School is maintained in 
connection with the College of Liberal Arts. 
All of the instruction in the Preparatory 
School is under the supervision of the col- 
lege faculty, thus insuring the best prepara- 
tion for entrance to college. The students 
enjoy all the general advantages open to 
students in the college, including library, 
lectures, laboratories, religious and_ social 
privileges. 

While the work of this school is mainly 
that of preparing students directly for the 
college, yet without lessening the work in 
this direction, the authorities realize the 
importance of giving increased attention to 
the large number | young people who de- 
sire academic instruction, but do not wish to 


\ devote the necessary time and means to 
secure a collegiate education. 


| There is a completely furnished gymna- 
sium on the campus of the College of Lib- 
eral Arts; and systematic physical train- 
ing under the care of a qualified corps 
of instructors, forms an integral part of the 
course for a degree. There are courts for 
tennis and basket-ball, and the Bovard 
athletic field is the finest in Southern Cali- 
fornia. During the past season the univer- 
Sity teams easily carried‘ off the honors in 
football and track work from all competi- 
tors in the south, and in a closely contested 
match with the Stanford University track 
team™“two years ago the home team scored 
59 to 63, thus losing by only four points—a 
virtual draw. This year the university held 
meets with both Berkeley and Stanford. 


In debating and oratory contests, the 
university has more than held her own. 
Out of eighteen annual oratorical debates 
held in the southern part of the State, 
twelve of the successful competitors have 
been U.S.C. students; this year the honors 
in the interscholastic oratorical contests 
among local high schools fell to a student 
representing the Academy of the wniver- 
sity; and two other interscholastic prizes 
offered by the Prohibition and International 
Peace societies were gained by her students. 


The university has to be known and vis- 
ited by those who would, form a ¢orrect idea 
of the great work she is doing and is des- 
tined to do. Under the administration of 
her excellent president, Dr. George F. 
Bovard, she is steadily coming to the front 
among national institutions of learning.

BROAD SPiRit NOTED. 

HE colleges of Southern California offer unsur- 
T passed advantages along all lines of education; and 

in most of the institutions women receive privileges 
co-equal with men. How they have used these privi- 
leges may be ascertained by looking over the facts as 
to the number of women graduated and enrolled in the 
prominent colleges. 

Out of fifteen classes graduated from Occidental Col- 
lege, twelve contained women. Out of a total of 146 
who have received diplomas from this institution, seven- 
ty-four—almost exactly 50 per cent.—were women. Two- 
thirds of this number have gone out within the last 
two years. Twenty-two have taken post-graduate 
courses in various universities either in this country 
or in Ewrope. Thirty-three have taught or are teach- 
ing, two of the number in colleces, most of the remain- 
der in high schools or academies. There are five for- 
eign missionaries, one librarian, one physician. One 
handred and thirty-five women were students at Occi- 
dental the past year in the four classes of the college 
proper. Said the dean of the college: “They hold their 
own in competition with the young men in every depart- 
ment. Their presence is welcomed by the young men 
and by the college authorities. It must also be said that 
their influence over students of the opposite sex is de- 
cidedly helpful, their refinement going a long way toward 
improving the manners and the ideals of everybody 
else in the institution.” Prominent in the faculty cir- 
cles are Miss Anna Pearl Cooper, A.M., dean of the 
women and head of the English department, and Miss 
Mary Carruth Cunningham, A.M., head of the depart- 
ment of history. These are influential in all problems 
which come before the faculty for settlement; they are 
highly esteemed by their associates and by the student 
body, as well as in the life of the community in which 
they live. 

In the University of Southern California women take 
a prominent part in all branches of study and upon the 
faculty. Of 432 students 18 are women. This institu- 
tion has graduated 102 women, many of whom occupy 
prominent places in the educational world and in the 
arts and professions. Two of the most prominent phy- 
sicians in the the city are women who received their 
medical education at this university. Among the women 
who are at the head of departments here are Margaret 
Graham Bostwick, A.B., head of the German depart- 
ment: Beulah Wright, dean of the College of Oratory 
and professor of oratory and dramatic art: Katherine 
T. Forrester, head of the Spanish department. Of the

forty-five comprising the officers and faculty of the Col- 
lege of Liberal Arts, eighteen are women. In the Col- 
lege of Medicine of the university a number of women 
are either members of the faculty or the associate fac- 
ulty, and many graduates occupy prominent positions 
in the profession. The same is true of the College of 
Law of this university. “Women are most liberally 
treated in this university,” said the dean. “They are 
accorded their places in the life of the institution, as a 
matter of course, and so far as can be observed, there is 
no distinction or partiality on account of sex, either 
upon the part of the faculty or among the students.”

| Charles W. Eliot, ex-president Harvard: It is reason- 
‘able to expect that the barbarous stage of public opin- 
fon and college opinion concerning college athletics, 
which in this country has been partly the result of in- 
experience in competitive sports and partly of the gen- 
eral predisposition to exaggerate in pleasures which 
characterize the Americans, will pass away before many 
years. 


President Arthur T. Hadley, Yale: In the modern 
curriculum in the universities athletics furnish the only 
means for competitive skill among different types of 
men. The American sollege has not simply failed to 
make headway as fast as the American «professional or 
technical school; it has lost definiteness of purpose. 
Neither. the students nor the faculties know today what 
the college stands for in the way that they did fifty 
years ago. 

Dr. J. L. Elliott, associate leader of the Ethical Cul- 
) ture Society: We are getting tired of education as dis- 
played to us by the Yale and Harvard man and the 
Vassar and Bryn Mawr girl. They grate on our nerves 
and we are beginning to think it is money not well spent 
to send our children through college. With the excep- 
tions of the doctors and lawyers that the colleges turn 
out there seems to be but little benefit to the man or 
woman in the process. Our conception of the benefits 
of a college education for our boys is not what it used 
to be, and we think now. they can get along just as well 
without it. ; 


Bishop James A. McPaul, Trenton, N. J.: Harvard, 
Princeton and Yale are undermining faith and teaching 
immorality. Rascality, immorality and disrespect for 
womankind are being taught in these institutions. They 
do not teach the Bible. 


Dr. James Roscoe Day, chancellor of Syracuse Uni- 
versity: We are acquainted with the reports of de- 
baucheries and depraved conditions prevalent in many 
of our universities. I mention no names. While heads 
of colleges seem zealous in guiding students along lines 
of study, few there are who piace morals first! If col- 
lege presidents would unite along a common line of 
action and thought, this dissipation among students 
could be wiped out in thirty days. I believe that the 
college presidents of this country, if united, can control 
the tendency of intemperance, and I believe that they 
have a moral as well as an intellectual responsibility. | 
could call by name college presidents who seem devoid 
of interest in the morals of their charges. I say em- 
phatically that no man ought to seek to evade the re- 
sponsibility for the moral welfare of the young men. 


President John H. Finley, College of the City of New 
York: I do not think that the morals of American stu- 
dents are deteriorating or that dissipation is growing. 
Some ten years ago Andrew Carnegie described a col- 
lege as a “monastery mitigated by football”—the college 
of my friend President Butler is unmitigated. Were Mr. 
Carnegie to define a college today he would have to 
do it in somewhat different fashion: “A college is an 
eleemosynary institution of productive but underpaid 
faculties, devised to train youth for the highest achieve- 
ments of triumphant democracy and also to prevent 
rich men from dying in disgrace.” But, seriausly, though 
the college cannot teach religion, it can try to inculcate 
morals. Through the personality of the instructor it 
can effect a great moral upbuilding in the young man. 
We shall all agree that that curriculum is best which 
gives those who walk in it the companionship and guid- 
ance of the best men and the best scholars.—[New York 
World. 


PACIFIC SCHOOL OF OSTEOPATHY

Five years ago the Pacific College of Osteopathy 
erected its handsome three-story building in this city, 
and the progress of the science has been such as to fully 
warrant the confidence of the men who put their money 
and energy into the enterprise. 


The Pacific College is the second school of the kind 
founded in the world. It was begun by the same men 
who now rejoice in its success, as a small schoo] in 
the town of Anaheim, thirty miles from this city, in 
1896, and has to its credit the conferring of the first 
degree of “D.O.” ever received by anybody. The vision 
of the management broadened, and a year after it had 
been established at Anaheim the college was removed 
to Los Angeles, occupying rented quarters until] 1904, 
when the present structure was built. 


During the past year the enrollment of students was 
the largest in its history, and the faculty has been 
largely increased and the plant advanced in many di- 
rections. 

In building the college at the junction of Daly street 
and Mission Road, the college management went to a 
point where ground was cheap at that time, and where 
the transportation facilities were of the best. Four or 
five members of the faculty spent the present summer 
in Burope, pursuing special lines of study. The college 
maintains a free clinic, a maternity hospital, and is lo- 
cated close to the County Hospital, which is of vast 
benefit to the students of the college. 


Its faculty numbers thirty-eight, and the board of di- 
rectors consists of John O. Hunt, president; Stanley M. 
Hunter, vice-president; William J. Cook, secretary and 
treasurer; Clement A. Whiting, chairman of the faculty;

Century-old St. Vincent’s College, beginning its his- 
tory back in the pueblo days of Los Angeles, has made 
wonderful..strides in recent years. From the begin- 
ning it has been the chief Catholic school of Southern 
California, and its greatest progres# has been made 
under the presidency of the Very Rev. Father J. 8.

The recess is filled with handsome frees and 
shrubbery, giving an inviting appearance to the entire 
surroundings. A large athletic fleld is the pride of 
the students, who maintain a strong athletic organiza- 
tion and take part in all the intercollegiate games and 
contests. 
The college and high school annually have a large 
enroliment of students, and beside.a full college course, 
much attention is given to the commercial branches, 
oratory and dramatic art. 


U. & C. PREPARATORY SCHOOL. 

The Preparatory School maintained in connection 
with the College of Liberal Arts of the University of 
Southern California is under the supervision of the 
college faculty, thus insuring the best preparation for 
entrance to college. The students of the Preparatory 
School enjoy all the privileges open to students of the 
college, but while many of the students of the school 
do not desire to enter college, the authorities have 
recognized the importance of providing for these young 
people the best academic instruction. That their ef- 
forts are appreciated is shown by the fact that more 
than 250 boys and girls were enrolled last year. 

Applicants may enter after having finished work 
equivalent to that required for entrance to the high 
schools, so that it is open to those who graduate from 
the eighth grade in the public schools, Reports are 
sent to parents each month, the same as from public 
schools, in order to maintain the interest and co- 
operation of parents in securing a high grade of schol- 
arship and deportment. There are four courses, the 
completion of which entitles the student to entrance to 


the college, and an elective course.

with the one country of Europe famous for its natural 
beauty, Italy; in climate she has no competitor, for her 
frostiess winters are so less perfect than her cloudless 
summers. Travelers are always telling us that we have 
here the finest climate In the world, and though we 
have always known this to be true, we are pleased two 
have oar convictions corroborated. 

We know that Italy's climate and environment have 
made her people, through countless centuries, a sation 
of artists and art lovers. Southern California ls a new 
country, and the most of her people find themselves 
in strange and new (though delightful) conditions. Yet 
the inevitable is happening before our very eyes. Though 
materially as successful as any community in America, 
and though we devote ourselves enthusiastically to 
“business,” we are already beginning to express our- 
selves in ways that subtly declare we are nurturing. 
and maturing with remarkable rapidity, a “feeling for 


art.” This feeling, this appreciation of the value of 
beauty, shows itself more and more tn our publie bulld- 
ings, our homes, our streets, our parks 

Like ltaly, Southern California is destined to be the 


mother of artists. She cannot escape her noble destiny 
if she would. It behooves her, then, to make wise pro- 
vision for the careful nerture of these “flowers of the 
family.” If neglected, if too roughly handled, they may 
droop and die, and their great lesson of beauty may be 
lost to the world. 

But Los Angetes is not neglecting her duties and op- 
portunities, now that she has awakened to the neces- 
sity of art to her own happiness and well-being, and 
now that she herself has begun to breathe the art at- 
mosphere. With ber urual directness and dispatch, she 
has at once set about to establish and build the schools 
of instruction that are needed for tne proper traising 
of those of her sons and daughters who have what is 
known as the “artistic temperament.” j 

Southern California being so rich In natural land 
scape, it follows, as a matter of course, that our artists 
should express themselves first of all in the rendering 
of landscape on canvas. This has come to pass. We 
have already a flourishing group of landscape painters 
whose work is as strong as that of any group in Ahe 
‘country, and much more individual. In fact, the most 

«of our painters are landscapists. 

, But, some one may argue, what particular need bave 
Jandseape painters of instruction fn a regular sthool of 
art? Their inspiration comes from all out-of-doors— 
from the mists 6n the mountain tops, the sunsets over 
the sea, the verdure in the valicy—not from plaster 
casts and nude human bodies. I admit, he may add, 
that art schools are necessary for the painter of genres 
and portraits, but I do not see their utility to the young 
man or woman who would become a landscape painter. 

The technica! difficulties of handling paint as an art- 
ist handles it are very great. They can best be mas- 
tered in a well-equipped school, under the guidance of 
a competent instructor. The subtieties of the human 
form, in line and color, offer endless problems in draw- 
ing and technique. Almost identical problems come up 
in the painting of landscape—tone, form, color, atmos- 
phere, values and proportions. It is well to study them, 
at first, under the most favorable conditions—to be 
found only in the art schools. Too, the “atmosphere” 
of an art school is very necessary, In many cases, to 
the proper bringing out of artistic talent. 

To meet this need of proper technica] training, Los 
Angeles has established, and is still establishing, excel- 
lent art schools. The young man or woman who feels 
a eali toward artistic expression, and who hesitates be- 
cause he or she has not the money for study in Paris, or 
New York, or Chicago, need hesitate no longer. The in- 
struction may be found here, in Los Angeles, at very 
small expense. ‘Excellent schools have been started by 
artists who have studied in the European ateliers, and 
who have brought with them the latest word in the do- 
main of painting. We have portrait painters of distinc- 
tion in Los Angeles, and almost al! of them teach in 
our art schools or handle private pupils. The school in- 
struction is complete, from the cast to the undraped 
model. The schools also maintain classes in artistic 
composition, in the study of anatomy, and in sketching 
from life and nature. 

A few years ago the new art schools that sprang up 
on every side found some difficulty in supplying their 
classes with models, but the demand is now equal to 
the supply, and figure painters, as well as school classes, 
find it an easy matter to get exactly the models they 
want for some particular pose or picture. 

The would-be landscape painter who lives in Los An- 
geles is eepeciaily fortunate, for he has at his com- 
mand the schools of art in which to master his tech-

out and paint. Nowhere else could he find better op- | 
portunities for advancement in his chosen work.

Several have gone into business for themselves, and are 
holding their own against the fierce competition in this 
line in London. 

The Queen's school for needlework is located in a 
pretty little cottage, built in the Gothic style, and 
scarcely a stone’s throw from the Queen’s own rooms 
in the royal residence. Her Majesty takes a keen per- 
sonal Interest in this school, and very often spends her 
mornings among the girls watching them at work. 

The curriculum embraced at the Queen’s needlework 
classes is a very thorough one The students begin 
with plain needlework, and then take up, in their order, 
embroidery, dressmaking, fine needlework, drawn- 
thread-work and crochet trimming. The course covers 
everything that has to do with a woman's dresses, in- 
cluding underclothing, the making of trousseaux, lay- 
ettes, cutting out and so forth. 

Those who show the greatest proficiency are further 
instructed in a special course of Norwegian tapestry, in 
which the Queen herself takes a deep interest. Her 
house in Denmark is full of specimens of work turned 
out by her scholars. The girls are also taught the spin- 
ning and weaving of cloths and the making of Torchon 


and Honiton lace. 
One of the best features of the Queen's school is that 


there is no regular hard-and-fast system followed. The | 


head instructress tries to find out what each girl's in- 


dividual tastes are and to develop her in conformity | 


with her own artistic bent. There are no time tables, 
no schemes of instruction, and no display of methods. 

Everything in the school is of the most up-to-date 
pattern. The whole series of class-rooms are beauti- 
fully lighted, artistically decorated, and the girls work

“We have about 50,000,000 Americans, who have re- 
mained in school into the midst of their teens—some- 
thing like two-fifths of our probable population in the 
next thirty years,” says William Alien White, writing 
in the August American Magazine under the title, “The | 
Schcols—the Mainspring of Democracy.” He con- | 
tinues: 

“Assuming that the average life of the college gradu- | 
ate is thirty years out of college, we may assume that | 
the generation now opening will be manned with 1,000,- 
000 men and women who have at least finished their col- | 
lege work, and assuming that the same number of | 
juniors, sophomores and freshmen leave school—about 
25,000 In each class—that are graduated, we ‘may add 
3,000,000 more to the total, making 4,000,000 college men 
and women who will participate in our national life dur- 
ing the first thirty years of this century. Add to these 
4,000,000 college-bred men and women the 160,000 high- 
school graduates who are entering life every year, and 
the generation may reasonably be computed to hora) 
5,000,000 persons who have taken full advantage of the 
common schools supported by direct taxes upon all of 
the people. Add to this total those who drop out from 
the four lower classes of the high school—a list as large 
from each class as the annual graduating class—and 
one has 15,000,000 others who have come into a some- 
what wider field of knowledge than that afforded by the 
common schools. Let us add to them for thirty years 
the 750,000 of pupils who complete the work in the sev- 
enth or eighth grades of the elementary schools. There 
will be 22,500,000 of them. Now adding all these sums— 
allowing for the increase in population to increase the 
number of youth as the years go on—and we have about 
50,000,000 who have remained in school into the> midst 
of their teens—something like two-fifths of our probable 
population in the next thirty years.

Not Bacon’s at all in the 
sense of a new method of investigation of natural phe- 
nomena.

This leads us back to the Crusades and their inffa- 
ence on western thought. The Crusaders brought back 
the works of Aristotle, and Bacon steeped his mind in 
the well springs of thought which sprang from the great 
brain of the Stagirite and pointed men to nature as the 
book from which to learn the secrets of that old and 
mysterious wizard. Scholars had been going to books 
to learn why snow is cold and rain runs down hill. They 
were accepting the mistakes of their predecessors and 
making them the wisdom by which they should guide 
their own steps. Bacon had learned from Aristotle to 
go to the snow and the rain themselves and interrogate 
nature anew to learn what the dead had failed to grasp. 
Mother Nature is as much alive to us as to Adam. She 
is as kind to us as to her earliest offspring. Her se- 
crets are infinite, and she wil! reveal them only to the 
studious. Bacon made this fact a: vital power to men. 
He converted scholars with their ipse dixit into stu- 
dents with their lenses, crucibles, collocation and com- 
parison of facts from which to formulate new laws for 
the universe and truer views for men.

BRIGANDS OF MANCHURIA. 


Two HUNDRED THOUSAND BANDITS 
TakE TOLL OF ALL TRAVELERS. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


HIN-CHOU (Manchuria) 1909.—I have been riding 

all day on the railroad with armed guards at both 

ends of my car. We had a company of soldiers in 
the third-class compartment next to the engine, and ev- 
ery station was guarded. There has been a recent out- 
break of the Huang Houtzes. They have been holding 
up trains in the various parts of Manchuria, and just 
the other day they robbed the express under the very 
shadow of the city of Harbin and captured $40,000. 
Even here, in the south, the trains are not safe, and 
they all have soldiers upon them.

He is opening up a gold region in the Kirin province, 
and has to send his supplies to the mining camps across 
country. He says he dares not start out a cart without 
such protection, and that in important cases he usually 
employs one of the brigands to go along in person. He 
did this with two English mining engineers whom he 
sent forward last week. Said he: 


“They might have gotten through all right with the 
Huang Houtze flags on their carts, but, outside the great 
organization of brigands, there are petty bands of rob- 
bers who might attack them. Such men will not dare to 
touch any one guarded by a Huang Houtze; for, if 
caught, they would surely be killed by the latter. 


Mounted Robbers. 


The Huang Houtzes are well mounted. They have 
Chinese ponies, which can go thirty miles a day without 
tiring, and can be pushed to twice that. The ponies 
are never groomed, and are exceeflingly dirty. The ban- 
dits carry nothing with them but their arms, except a

These guards are a necessity on account of the Huang 
Houtzes, who form, perhaps, the most remarkable or- 
-onization of brigands now known. They might be 
called the Tuaregs of Manchuria, for they surpass in 
number and daring the veiled, camel-mounted bandits 
of the Sahara. They have rapidly increased since the 
Boxer uprising, and especially since the Japanese-Rus- 
sian war. They now number over 200,000, and their 
agents are to be found in every city and village. They 
have a regular toll which they collect on all travelers 
outside the railroads, and every Chinese passenger who 
goes over Manchuria on foot, in a cart, or on liorseback, 
must pay tribute to them. They have fixed charges a8 
to goods in transit, and the caris carrying freight are 
marked with little printed flags with red borders, fur- 
nished by them. Upon the flags are printed Chinese 
characters, certifying that the owner has paid his toll, 
and that the vehicle and drivers are not to be molested. 
Otherwise the man is sure to be robbed and his men 
may be killed. 

A few months ago on the same day 100 carts started 
out from Mukden. Of these all but two had paid their 
toll and bore Huang Houtze flags. The men and goods 
in the carts so flagged completed their journey in safety; 
but the others, who had refused to pay the toll, were 
attacked by the bandits before they had gone thirteen 
miles from the city. The goods were stolen and their 
drivers were killed. 

During my stay in Mukden, I talked with the agent 
of a big m'ning concession, a man who represents & 
iarge organization of British and Japanese capitalists.

Their ammunition is 
of European make, and some of them have cartridges of 
smokeless powder. During the China-Japan war they 
bought or stole a quantity of rifles from the runaway 
Chinese soldiers, and got additional arms in 1900, when 
the arsenals of North China were looted and the arms 
distributed gratis by the officials. They have captured 
some guns from the Russians during the past few years 
and they have altogether a splendid equipment. 


A Big Organization. 
I am told that these bandits have existed as an organ- 


‘zation for ages, but that they have never been. so asso- 


ciated together as now. Their resorts have been the 
mountainous regions of Mongolia and Manchuria, from 
where they have gone down regularly to prey upon the 
people of the lowlands. The words Huang Houtze mean 
red beards. It is said that these outlaws sometimes dye 
their hair and beards red, and that thus decorated their 
names become synonymous with the devil in the minds 
of the northern Chinese. I understand that each band 
has one chief, with several minor chiefs, who form his 
bodyguard. There are about fifty of these head men in 
a band, and each has ten or twenty brigands under him, 
the whole making & gang of 1000 or more.

Under her charge is a 
great and wonderful collection of specimens of parasitic 
fungi, on leaves, stems, and other parts of plants 
These compose a sort of rogues’ gallery, by the help of 
which such foes of plant society, when caught, are duly 
identified. An important part of Mrs. Patterson's task 
is to inspect plants introduced into this country through 
our agricultural explorers, in order to make sure that 
they bring no destructive diseases with them. 

Unquestionably the most versatile woman scientist 
| in government employ is Miss Evelyn Mitchell. A very

She is one 
the greatest ‘authorities on crabs now living, and is 
highly esteemed as an expert in shrimps, being equal 
in this line to any living scientist of male sex. For sev- 
eral years past she has been in charge of the section of 
marine invertebrates in the Smithsonian. 

Another scientific worker in the same institution is 
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as sow bugs and pill bugs. They are very attractive, 
and are more or less likely to be found in damp cellars, 
under doorsteps, or wherever there is moisture and de- 
cay. 

Pill bugs are particularly fascinating. When alarmed, 
they roll themselves up into little balls, and “play 
‘possum.” In England, in the rural districts, people 
often swallow them for medicine. They are specially 
recommended for indigestion. The female pill bug has 
a pouch on her breast, to hold her young ones until 
they are old enough to take care of themselves—thus 
imitating in a humble way the method practiced by the 
kangaroo. When any scientist abroad catches a new 
kind of pill bug or sow bug, he sends it to Miss Rich- 
ardson, in order to make sure of its proper classifi- 
cation.

Even a short trip, however, gives some insight into 
the fascination of the sea; for it means days and days 
within constant sight and sound and smell of its waters. 
Smell of its pure strong ozone, hardly realized until, 
near the mainiand, it contrasts with the strangely-famtl- 
iar Odors of the land breeze; sight of its ever-changing 
colors, green as forest foliage, blue as the sky from a 
mountain top, purple as a field of violets; sound of its 
fresh rushing winds, of the call of its feathered wild- 
lings, of the eternal rolling of its mighty waters. It 
means daybreaks on lonely strands, where wavelets lave 
the feet of giant cliffs whose tops are lost in mist; and 
evenings round the camp fire, where gray beards wake 
from their dreams of care to feel that boyhood has not 
yet gone by. It means that the work-a-day world with 
its petty round, its petty trials, even its sometimes silent 
heartaches, has for a little while as completely vanished 
as if time were indeed turned back 300 years and one

T os recent death of Don Carlos, the pretender to 


the Spanish throne, will recall to many Americans 

who have toured in Switzerland during the last few 
summers the picturesque figure which this exiled bit of 
royalty made in the hotels and along the lake front of 
Lucerne. To many travelers it used to be far more in- 
teresting to watch the comings and goings of Don Car- 
los than to make the ascent of the Rigi or Pilatus. 


The cosmopolitan crowd that drifts along the Schweiz- 
erhof and National Quays, composed as it is to a cer- 
tain degree of the exiled element of European courts 
who find this smiling resort a convenient place in which 
to lose themselves, hds an attraction that never grows 
tiresome. 


“What do you suppose he has done?” you will hear a 
bright-faced American girl ask the man sitting with her 
under the chestnuts that line the walk along the water- 
front, as an erect and distinguished personage dressed 
in the clothes that Europeans consider fashionable, 
passes in the crowd. And then if he is versed in the 
intricacies of continental intrigues and diplomatic gos- 
sip he will tell her, discreetly of course, of the mis- 
directed enthusiasm and unfortunate destinies that have 
landed these almost notables in a place to rub elbows 
with just plain people. And in this assembly there was 
no figure more conspicuous than that of Don Carlos. 

He lived in one of the big cool hotels that face the 
lake. Not especially in evidence during the day, it was 


Those who knew his habits would point out a little 
group, generally consisting of two women and a man in 
evening clothes, seated near one of the elevators. They 
were the little court which Don Carlos kept with him, 
perhaps because they were his faithful friends, or 
perhaps because their presence was a sop to the self- 
esteem which, apparently no reverses of fortune could 
take from him.

County of a Thousand Keys. 

Monroe county is the most unique county in the 
State, if not in the United States. The larger 
of the county is made up of a group of islands or, as 
they are called, keys, both on the east and west coasts. 
The only part of Monroe county on the mainiand is the 
Cape Sable country, the extreme south end of the Uni- 
ted States on the mainiand. 

The larger portion of this land is what is as 
the Everciades, and but a limited number of acres are 
now under cultivation. What effect the proposed drain- 
age of the Everglades will have in Monroe county is not 
known, but it is doubtful if any large areas will be 
drained because of the flatness of the country and being 
so near sea level. In the vicinity of Cape Sabie, there 
are large bodies of rich alluvial land and a considerable 
quantity has been under cultivation for several years 
Past. 

All kinds of tropical and semi-tropica) fruit trees grow 
luxuriantly on the keys and bear full crops of fruit each 
year. Every key is surrounded with water and the great 
portion of them have clean white sand beaches with 
bleffs varying in height above high-water mark. Al! of 
these building sites are in full view of either fhe ocean, 
gulf or bays.—{Jacksonville Times-Union.

(New York Sun:] “Three hundred dollars and four 
months in Europe—that fs what I had and what I wanted 
to get out of it.

simple reason that both of us wanted te go to Burope 
and neither was willing to be tied down to a 
conducted tour. 

“It was in March that we met. Within 
we had decided to take a bicycle trip through Ireland 
with a three weeks’ stay in Paris 
new friend was anxious 
had been studying Gaelic. 


both of us took our wheels. The cost of our ocean 
age was reduced as far as possible by taking a 
trip ticket by one of the slower steamship lines. 

practically all the comforts to be had on 


. the peasants, old and 
young, told us the legends and folk tales of their coun- 
try and sang for us quaint Gaelic songs. Al) through 
our trip In Ireland, America was a word to conjure with. 
We had only to let our nationality be known to get what 
we wanted and often more. 

“After spending a few days in Galway, we pushed on 
into Connemara, where we spent two delightful weeks 
more than twenty miles away from the nearest rail- 


“Finally, tearing ourselves away from the blue lochs 
and brown bogs, we turned our faces eastward toward 
Dublin. My friend had caleulated our in 

way that we arrived in the Irish capital 
the great national Gaelic festival. ww 
stay, every minute of which we both enjoyed, we left 
for London, where we had decided to spend the remain- 
ing three weeks of our time instead of coing to Paris. 
“When we landed back in our home town I had spent 
all but $5 of my $300, and had been away th 

over four months. Our passage over and return 
cost $75. We both gave $5 in tips aboard ship and 
paid $5 more for the transportation of our wheels. Our 
hotel bills for the first six weeks’ touring came to $45 
each, and never once did we have other than comfort- 
able quarters among kindly people. 

“Throughout our trip we found the village hotels 
country inns more than fairly comfortable, well 
and inexpensive. We seldom paid more than $5 a week 
for room and board. I mean for a room apiece, for only 
on one occasion were my friend and I forced to occupy 
the same room. 

“The roads in Ireland are so good that I only spent 
$1.19 om bicycle repairs,.while my friend got off with 
half as much. Wheeling is still very popular in the 
Emerald Isle, and my friend and I attributed it to the 
general excellence of the roads. Though I have since 
taken several wheeling trips, the roads In Ireland re- 
main fresh in my mind as the best, all in all. I have 
ever cycled over. 

“We found the first-class railroad fares in both Ifre- 
land and England somewhat higher than in this country. 
Second-class rates are about equal to fares in the Uni- 


class on our next trip by rafl, and it proved so comfort- 
able and economical that during the remainder of our 
stay we never thought of going any other way, but in 
no other country have I ever found third-class travel so 
comfortable as it is in Ireland. 

“Our railroad fares came to $12 each. Our jaunting- 
car trips cost another $12. and our carriage hire and 
tram tickets cost $4. Laundry cost us $10. the 
servants amounted to $4 each. 

“In Dublin, our hotel bill was $7 a week, and in Lon- 
don, where we lived in lodgings and took our meals in

HERE is the man or woman that has not heard 
of this stream away down in Florida made

The negroes in the Southern States, at least a great 
many of them, still retain many legends and supersti- 
tious beliefs regarding this picturesque stream.

make a panorama of fairy-like beauty. Ghosts and gob- 
lins seem to dance in and around the shrubs, vines, and 
wild flowers that peep through the tropical foliage. The 
splashing waves leap joyfully up to the banks, and the 
grand old oaks and palms take them in a fond embrace. 
The sweet strains of melody, with that peculiar harmony 
known only to their race, floats up from the quartette 
of negro deck bard= the jumping of the fish in the 
wets, birds of various kinds, startled from their rest— 
all make impressions never to be forgotten, 

Have you ever seen an old-fashioned negro baptism? 
Well, to the “tenderfoot,” as we say out West, it is 
very interesting. Having arrived safe and sound at 
Roseville, | was informed that a negro minister would 
“souse” several converts in the afternoon, the day of 
my arrival being Sunday. 

Roseville, like all other towns in the South, had its 
colored church, usually the “Wash-foot Baptist”—in this 
instance an old tobacco warehouse, very low inside, 
with few windows and a narrow doorway in the back. 
The church is always attended by many of the aristo- 
cratic whites, who go either for the singing, through cu- 
riosity, or for the amusement to be had from the 
preacher's origina] interpretation of the scriptures; cer- 
tain it is that none go for edification or enlightenment. 

The preacher, the Rev. “Sin Killer’ Griffin, was noted 
for his religious gymnastic exercises, bobbing up and 
down in the pulpit, pounding with his hands and feet, 
shouting all the while until his bald, bullet-like head 
was shining with perspiration. His general appearance 

reminded one of nothing else so much as “Topsy” set in 
2 motion. 

; “Bretherin an’ sisterin, let us pray. You, Matilda Jane 
‘ Johnson, yo’ play soft-like on the old molojun, an’ yo’, 
Silus Jackson Pentstock, yo’ see dat chile o’ yourn done 
stop hit cryin’, an’ yo’, Deacon Abhrum, an’ yo’, Deacon 
Lee, yo’ pass de basket fo’ de colleckshun; an’ I ‘spects 
de black lazy niggers dat roost on de best seats here in 
de front row to decorate de basket in best shape, I does.

And with many heaving, gulping breaths, Preacher 
“Sin Killer” proceeded to pray. 

When the basket was passed to persons a seat ahead 
of me, a paper dollar was laid on it by a gentleman. 
The light-fingered deacon deft}y closed his hand over 
it, and confiscated the money, fearing, no doubt, that 
Preacher “Sin Killer” might dissipate too much with 
such an amount of wealth. 

After the prayer, the Rev. “Sin Killer” announced that 
an immersion would take place in the afternoon, at the 
old rustic bridge which crossed the Suanee River at one 
of its most picturesque points near Roseville. 

The day was balmy and spring-like, and the novelty 
of these converts receiving a “bath” in the river had 
called out hundreds of people from the town, and from 
all parts of the surrounding country for miles around, 
and, seemingly, all the native population. 

Side by side with the rude cart of the mountaineer, 
with his diminutive “mule horse’ and ox for a team, 
stood handsome private equipages and fine livery rigs, 
the occupants of which found themselves among all 
classes and conditions of men, from the wealthy plant- 
ers to the negroes and “po’ white trash.” 

The laboring whites were respectful and orderly, 
neatly dressed in clean though coarse apparel; not so 
the mean whites.

Their “men” wore linsey or jeans pants and patched 
shirts, and judging from the colored patches on many of 
them, Joseph's coat of many colors was not in “it for a 
minute. Their shirts were so dirty that in most cases 
fs the original color could only be guessed at. Their 
ce skine were dry, harsh, and the color of clay—probably

The colored swains were dressed “fit to kill” if they 
sported a flaming necktie above a begrimed shirt of any 
color, or displayed some gorgeous, in all its oriental 
splendor, vest front. Their oily, black, shiny faces were 
generally good-natured ones, and their deep, rich voices 
were very musical. 

This afternoon the there, were 
somewhat subdued by the thoughts of the approaching 
event, Enough life was manifest, however, by all the 
others, and the scores of boys of every size, sort, and 
color, who scaled the sides and top of the rustic bridge, 
shouting and waving to chums below, less fortunate. 
The trees were alive with human beings, and the most 
envied urchin there was the lad who climbed out over 
the river on the projecting branch of a friendly tree, 
where he would suddenly anid unexpectedly dangle by 
his hands or his feet, to hilarious joy of some and 
the apprehension of others. Every available spot was 
preémpted. Some enterprising parties had secured boats 
and were ready to row out into the river when the chief 
actors should appear. Everybody laughed and chattered 
and flirted immoderately from the least unto the great- 
est, until at last a decided stir at the edge of the crowd 
conveyed the intelligence that the converts were ap- 
proaching. Then the boy on the tree yelled: “Hats off, 
here comes the sinners!” Every one had a hearty laugh 
at this exclamation, and as the converts came in sight, 
the noisy hum subsided. 

From our elevated position, we saw them emerge from 
the cabins near by, where they had arrayed themselves 
in the regulation garments of spotless white, and they 
came with arms linked as though for mutual support, 
both physical and spiritual, for it required some heroism 
on the part of these superstitious people to be “buried 
with Christ” in the deep waters. 

With swinging, swaying motion, they slowly followed 
their -pastor to the bank. 

A deep silence, save for the murmuring: waves, fell 
upon all as the converts began in uncertain, wavering 
tones a sacred negro melody.

“The lakes are entirely separate from the river system 
of the State and correspond in character I should judge 
with that better-known group of lakes in the New York 
and adjacent Pennsylvania counties of the Delaware 
Valley water shed, particilarly in Sullivan and Orange 
and Pike and Wayne counties. The charm of wild and 
mountain environment that is characteristic of their 
eastern counterparts is lacking in the Indiana lakes, 
however, although they occupy the highest situation in 
the State. 


“There are 312 of these lakes in Noble county alone. 
None of them except Sylvan Lake is more than 150 acres 
in area, and there are among them some of not more 
than ten acres, but nowhere else in the State is there a 
lake of any size whatever. The largest of these waters 
is Sylvan Lake, but its natural area was enlarged by 
damming to make it a supply reservoir in the days of 
canal navigation. It is five miles long and one mile 
wide. These lakes are the natural and, ex-Fish Commis- 
sioner Dennis declares, the original home of the sma!!- 
mouth black bass, he holding that the black bass in ev- 
ery other water on the continent are the lineal descen- 
dants of those in the Indiana lakes. However that may 
be, nowhere else in the country have these fish been 
caught equal in size to those taken from the Indiana 
lakes. The largest true small-mouth black bass of which 
there is so far as I know any record was the one landed 
from Sylvan Lake some years ago by Sidney Smith of 
Rome City. It weighed 9% pounds. From the same 
water Dr. Moyer of Kendallville took one that weighed 


9 pounds.” 


Snow on the St. Bernard. 

At present, the monastery of St. Bernard costs about 
$9000 a year to keep up. This money is partly col- 
lected in Switzerland and partly derived from the reve- 
nue of the monastic order. 


In the Middle Ages the monastery was stripped of all 
its wealth, though it still continued and continues to 
this day to carry out the work of St. Bernard. 


Over 30,000 travelers pass this way every year, and 
hundreds of these at least would lose their lives were it 
not for the guardians of the mountain.

The greatest danger 
comes from the furious gales shifting the snow and mak- 
ing return impossible.—[St. Nicholas.

WHERE THE CANADIAN INDIANS BUILT THEIR 
Bincu BARK VESSELS.

noes. Bits of the long and pliant but tough root which 
the Indians pull from its shallow burial to make bind- 
ing thongs were found here and there. This root when 
split has about the thickness of the cane used in weav- 
ing chair bottoms and the deft needlemen of the Indians 
make it serve to a nicety for sewing the seams of the 
birch bark with which their canoes are covered. From 
strips of cedar two inches wide and hardly more fhan a 
quarter of an inch thick are made the ribs. Over this 
frame is laid with nice fit the birch bark in pieces of 
suitable seize and the joints are secured with long strips 
of the pliant root. 

All this, however, is not sufficient to make a canoe 
seaworthy; the seams must be made water-tight. This 
is accomplished with a mixture of spruce gum and bear's 
grease, though lard will serve nearly as well as the lat- 
ter. The spruce gum is melted in a pot over an open 
fire and cleansed of its impurities by skimming. Then 
a sufficient quantity of bear's grease is added to make 
the mixture at a moderate temperature of about the con- 
sistency of shoemaker's wax. 

The whole craft remains measureably pliant yet suffi- 
ciently rigid to be handled and carried without danger 
of collapse. One thing, however, the Indian looks to, 
that his canoe shall not grate upon sand or shingle 
when he lands. In fact, he stops short of the shore and 
in shallow water leaps out into lake or stream and un- 
loads his canoe before carrying it ashore and laying it 
im a shady place safe from the damaging effects of the 
midsummer sun. | 
Small canoes are built in this fashion for the use of 
one or two oarsmen, and with proper strengthening of 
materials, big canoes 35 feet long or more are built to be 
paddied by ten or fifteen oarsmen and to carry great 
loads all about the region upon the errands of business 
that keep these hunters and trappers afloat much of the 
time so long as there is open water in that far north. 

Those who came upon the Indian shipyard had the 
pleasure also of encountering a company of the voyagers 
under pleasant conditions.

THEIR DaiLy LIFE AS SEEN BY A 7 
TRAVELER FROM PASADENA: 
By a Special Contributor. 


HE aboriginal of equatorial South America is a 


near relative of the red or copper-skinned Indian 
of our own continent, but the pure-blooded Indian 
is now seldom met with at Para or at any other point 
on the Amazonian delta. His place is taken by a con- 
fusedly intermingled race of Portuguese, negroes and 


Indians, few of whom know themselves what strain of 


blood predominates in their veins. The mixture of 
white and negro, as with us, is called mulatto; that of 
Indian and negro, Cafuzo, a vicious combination; that 
of white with Indian, Mameluco. The cross between 


Cafuzo and Indian is called Curibuco, and that between 
Cafuzo and negro, Xibaro. Beyond this point the de- 
marcation is difficult to trace by physica! characteristics, 
the first three terms defined, in fact, being the only 
ones in common use. 


The banks of the estuaries of the Amazon and Para 
were originally inhabited by a number of distinct tribes, 
all of them more advanced in civilization and milder in 
manner than the savages who inhabited the interior 
valleys. They were settled in villages, and made their 
living in agricultural pursuits. They were gentile in 
disposition and received the early Portuguese settlers 
with great friendliness. The inland savages, on the 
other hand, led just such a wandering life as they do 
at the present time, only coming down occasionally to 
plunder the plantations of the coast tribes, who always 
entertained the greatest enmity toward them. 


These tribes are now civilized or amalgamated with 
the whites and negroes. Their distinguishing tribal 
names have long since been forgotten, and the race 
bears now the general appellation of Tapuyo, signifying 
a civilized Indian. The Indians of the interior still 
remain, for the most part, in a savage state, but though 
not overly friendly to the whites, they rarely resort to 
open hostilities. All the semi-civilized Tapuyos of the 
villages speak the “Lingio Geral,” a volapuk along the 
lines of the Chinook of the Hudson Bay Company 
adapted by the early Jesuit missionaries from the origi- 
nal idiom of the aboriginals; printed grammars of it 
are always on sale in the shops of the Para book sell- 
ers. The languages spoken by neighboring tribes on 
the banks of the interior rivers are totally distinct; on

belonging to the same tribe are unable to understand 
one another. 


The Civilized Tapuyo. 


The civilized Tapuyo of the delta region differs in no 
essential point, in physical or moral qualities, from the 
Indian of the interior. He is more stoutly built, being 
better fed than some of the latter; but in this respect 
there are great differences in the same tribes. He pre- 
sents all the chief characteristics of the North American 
red man. The skin is of a coppery-brown color, the 
features broad, and the hair black, thick and straight. 
He is generally above middle height, thick-set, broad- 
chested, and has well-shaped but somewhat fleshy legs 
and arms. His hands and feet are comparatively small, 
The cheek bones are generally not so prominent as are 
those of our Indians. The eyes are black, with less of 
obliqueness than those of the Tartar races of Eastern 
Asia, which are supposed to have sprung from the same 
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general stock as the American Indian. The features 

have little mobility of expression, his apathetic and un- 

demonstrative character equaling that of his northern 

cousin. He never betrays, and is said not to feel keenly, 

the emotions of joy, grief, wonder, fear and curiosity. 

He can never be excited to enthusiasm, but has strong 

affections, and, like our own Indians, is excessively de- 

voted to his children. All his actions show that his 

ruling desire is to be let alone; he is attached to his | 
home, the quiet, monotonous river life; he likes to go 
to town occasionally to see the wonders introduced by | 
‘the white man, but he has a great repugnance to living 
in the midst of a crowd. He prefers handicraft to field | 
labor, and, like our North American Indian again, espe- | 
cially dislikes binding himself to regular labor for hire. | 
He is shy and uneasy before strangers, but if they visit | 
his abode he treats them well, for he has a deep-rooted | 
appreciation of the duties of hospitality; there is a deal ; 
of native pride about him, and being naturally formal 
and polite, he acts the host with great dignity. 

The only places in which the Amazonian Indians con- 
gregate in any number is in the larger towns of the 
river, such as Santarem, Obydos and Manaos, where @ 
certain quarter is usually reserved for them.

the leaf stalks of certain palms, thin strips be- 
ing cut and rendered as sharp as needles by scraping 
the ends with a knife or the tooth of an arimal. They 
are winged, instead of with feathers, with a little oval 
mass of samauma silk (from the seed vessels of the 
silk-cotton tree,) ordinary cotton being too heavy. The 
ball of samauma must fit to a nicety the bore of the 
blow gun, and when it does so, the arrow can be pro- 
pelled with such force by the breath that it makes a 
noise like that of a child's pop gun on flying from the 
muzzle. The quiver is usually an ornamental affair, 
with a rim of some brightly-colored wood, the body of 
neatly-plaited Maranta stalks, and the belt by which 
it ts carried over the shoulder of gaily-tasseled strands 
of cotton. 


Useful in the Forest. 


The blowgun in the hands of an expert adult Indian 
can be made to propel arrows that will kill at a distance 
of fifty and sixty yards. The aim is most certain when 
the gun is held nearly vertical. It is a far more useful 
weapon in the forests than a riffle, for the report of a 
firearm alarms the whole flocks of birds or monkeys 
feeding on a tree, while the poisoned dart brings the 
animals down one by one, often without disturbing the 
survivors in the least. For this reason, many ornitholo- 
gists visiting Brazil have endeavored to acquire profi- 
efency with the useful weapon, but few have persisted 
long enough to attain skill sufficient to be of any use. 
The poison, which must be freshly applied to kill 
speedily, is obtained only of the Indians who live be- 
yond the cataracts of the rivers flowing from the north, 
especially the Rio Negro and Japura. Its principal in- 
gredient is the wood of the Strychnos toxifera, a tree 
which does not grow in the Humid forests of the river 
plains. 

Diversified Population. 


In the Indian quarter of one of the up-river towns, 
such as Manaos or Ega, members of a dozen or more 
distinct tribes will be met with, though native to that 
vicinity there are only two tribes, the Juris and Passés. 
The others are mostly individuals who were indentured 
in their youth to Portuguese traders and brought from 
their homes on the upper waters of the Japura, which 
heads in Ecuador, the Negro, which heads in Venezuela 
and Colombia, the Solimoens, which heads in Peru, and 
the Purus, which heads in Bolivia. That they are a 
diversified lot is not surprising. This system, on ac- 
count of the difficulty of providing suitable regulation, 
is subject to many abuses, and some of the young In- 
dians fare pretty badly at the hands of masters to whom 
they are reindentured. They all become their own mas- 
ters when they grow up, however, the men usually tak- 
ing to river-boat service or rubber gathering, and the 
women to house service. The servant problem is a 
very vexing one on the upper river, and it is a common 
saying, so restricted is the supply, that one person can- 
not secure a servant without coaxing or bribing him to 
leave some one else. 

There is, and always has been, great mortality among 
the Indians from the far interior thus brought down to 
civilized sections, even 1000 and 1500 miles from the 
coast. As long ago as 1850 Bates noted as a singular 
circumstance the fact that the Indians residing on the 
Japura and other tributaries always fell {ll on descend- 
ing to the Amazon, while the reverse took place with 
the inhabitants of the banks of the main river, who 
never failed to take intermittent fever when they ‘first 
ascended the branch streams, always recovering, how- 
ever, on their return to their natural habitat. 

» The Passés, an agricultural tribe centering about the 
mouths of the Japura and Negro, are universally spo- 
ken of as the most attractive, both physically and men- 
tajly, of the Amazonian Indians. Formerly the most 
numerous of the interior tribes—they occupied all of 
the territory from the mouth of the Rio Negro to Peru 
—they have, through intermarriage with the whites and 
negroes, and disease, principally, unfortunately, the lat- 
ter, dwindled to a few insignificant hundreds scattered 
about in settlements of a dozen or so each. The chief 
cause of their decay in numbers seems to be a disease 
which always appears among them when a village is 
visited by people from a civilized settlement—a slow 
fever, accompanied by the symptoms of a common cold, 
ending probably in consumption. The disorder has 
been known to break out when visitors were entirely 
free from it; the simple contact with civilized men, in 
some mysterious way, being sufficient to create it. It 
is generally fatal to the Juris and Passés. Strikingly

Maori and Samoan tattooing to be found in Brazil. 


The wild Tushaua eschew the geometric design entire- 
ly and decorate their bodies most fearfully and wonder- 
fully in imitation of the skins of animals, the jaguar, on 
account of the vividness of his markings, no doubt, be- 
ing the favorite subject. The covering of 
with a blotchy lot of blue-black ‘spots is as far as the 
imitation usually goes, but chiefs are occasionally seen 
with jaguar ears pricked out upon their foreheads and a 
set of back-curving feline whiskers etched about their 
mouths. Snakes, twining about the body from head 
to heel, are popular designs, and a rather striking wild- 
boar look ts often given to a face by a couple of vicious 
upshooting tusks done In white pigment. The latter is 
laid on more or less superficially, however, and cannot 
be made to last permanently. The tattooing pigment 
usually employed is a soot collected by holding a flat 
stone in the blaze of burning rara wood, mixed with 
copaiba balsam. The latter, besides bringing the soot 
to the required consistency, is believed to have an anti- 
septic action, preventing infammation in the scored 
parts. 

The Tucuna of the lower Japura are the most ad- 
vanced in handicraft of the Amazonian Indians. In phys- 
ileal appearance and customs they closely resemble the 
Paseés and Juris, and like those tribes lead a settled 
agricultural life, each horde obeying a chief of more or 
less influence, and possessing its pajé or medicine man, 
who fosters its superstitions. They are not so war- 
like as the Mundurucus, nor have they the slender fig- 
ures, dignified mien and gentle disposition of the 
Passés. They practice tattooing but slightly, their fa- 
vorite plan of bodily decoration consisting rather of 
an endless array of bracelets, anklets and garters of ta- 
pir hide or rough bark; in their homes, they wear no 
other dress except on festival days, when they orna- 
ment themselves with feathers and cloaks made of the 
inner bark of a tree. 


A large number of Tucuna families will often live in 
a single hut, this being a’ large oblong habitation ar- 
ranged inside with such a disregard of symmetry that 
is appears as though constructed by a number of hands, 
each working independently, stretching a rafter or fit- 
ting a piece of thatch without regard to what his fel- 
low-laborers were doing. The roof is covered with a 
thatch of palm leaves, each piece consisting of leaflets 
plaited and attached In a row to a lath many feet in 
length. Strong upright posts support the roof, ham- 
mocks being slung between them, leaving a free space 
for passage and for fires in the middle. To one side is 
a girao or overhead stage which, in receiving all the 
odds and ends for which there is no room in the other 
parts of the house, performs the functions of our attic. 
Tucuna Pottery. 

The Tucunas excel all the other tribes in the manu- 
facture of pottery. They make broad-mouthed jars for 
Tucupi sauce and mandioca beer, capable of holding 
twenty gallons or more, ornamenting them outside with 
crossed diagonal streaks of yarious colors. These jars, 
with cooking pots, smaller jars for holding water, blow- 
guns, quivers, matari bags full of small articles, baskets 
and skins of animals, form the principal part of the fur- 
niture of their huts, both large and small. The dead bod- 


in large jars under the floors of the huts, 

The matiri bags or “catch alle” of the Tucunas are 
ingenious constructions of the twine of the Bromelia 
fiber, elaborately knitted, all jn one piece, with the aid 
of a couple of notched sticks. A belt of the same ma- 
terial, but more closely woven, is attached to the top 
to suspend them by. These clever Indians also pos- 
sess the art of skinning and stuffing birds, much of this 
work being done so excellently that -specimens are 
gladly bought by visiting ornithologists at good prices. 

The semf-religious dances and drinking bouts usual 
among the settled tribes of the Amazonian Indians are 
indulged in to greater excess by the Tucunas than by 
most other tribes. The Jurupari or devil is the only su- 
perior being they have any conception of. His name is 
mixed up with all their ceremonies, but it is difficult to 
ascertain what they consider to be his attributes. He 
seems to be believed in merely as a mischievous imp 
who is at the bottom of al! those mishaps of their dally 
life, the causes of which are not very obvious to their 
simple minds. It is vain to try to get information out 
of a Tucuna on this subject; he affects great mystery 
when the name is mentioned and gives very confused 
answers to your questions. It is clear, however, that 
the idea of a spirit as a beneficent God or Creator has 
not entered his mind. 

There is great similarity in all their ceremonies and 
mummeries, whether the object is a wedding, the cele- 
bration of the feast of the fruits, the plucking of the 
hair from the heads of their children, or a holiday got 
up simply out of the love of dissipation. Some of the 
tribg on these occasions deck themselves in the bright 
colored feathers of parrots and macaws, The chief 
wears a head dress or cap made by fixing the breast 
feathers of the toucan on a web of Bromelia twine, 
with erect tail plumes of macaws rising from the crown. 
the tapir hide cinctures of the arms and legs are then 
also ornamented with bunches of feathers. Others wear 
masque costumes: these are long cloaks reaching below 


bark of a tree, the fibers of which are interlaced in so 
regular a manner that they look like real cloth. The 
cloak covers the head; two holes are cut out for the 
eyes, a large round piece of the bark cloth stretched on 
a rim of flexible wood is stitched on each side to 
represent ears, and the features are painted in exag- 
gerated style with red, yellow and black streaks. The 
biggest and ugliest masks represent the Jurupari. 
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with a scrollwork instead of a solid patch. The body 
tattooing of the Mundurucus consists of crossed lines 
on the back and breast, and serpentine markings on the

ENGLAND’s ANNUAL THANKSGIYV- 
ING CELEBRATIONS.

ot 1 found tn the gual eleventh 


lages of England, I found in the quaint eleventh- 

century church preparations for the annual har- 
vest festival. Festivals of this kind are held in nearly 
all the churches throughout England, but instead of 
their being either a national or a uniform ecclesiastical 
celebration upon a special day set apart, as in America, 
they occur during the latter part of September and 


parish and taste of the vicar. 


Many traditions are followed, and then again decided 
departures from the old customs occur. 


After the harvests are gathered and the year is ripe 
as well as the grain, a time for thanksgiving is set apart, 
as with us, when fruit and flowers are brought to the 


not far from its source, as 
manor. At one place like a moat it washed the walls, 
and from a casement window overhanging its clear 
depths, the occupants of the house could lean out and 
picture the stone bridge across the stream a mimic draw- 
bridge, and that it with the portcullis could defend them 
from all invaders. Although the gates stood hospitably 
open and the glimpse within was charming, I am afraid 
social custom as effectually barred the way as the bridge 
of old. 

We passed three preaching crosses, the antiquity of 
which no one in the village knew. One was elevated 
upon three platforms of stone, one above another, and 


was of Gothic style, three-faced and having carved fig- 


ures in the three stone niches. Two crosses we saw 
later had not survived the vicissitudes of time or the 
desecration of Cromwell's “reform,” and the figures were 
gone. 

On reaching the church in Ashton Keynes, we found 
an exceedingly generous contribution of the fruits of the 
earth and flowers had been brought in. The pulpit had 
been made a mass of flowers, as had the font. The lat- 
ter was an unusually fine one of stone, massive and 
carved in keeping with the simple Norman architecture 
of the church. 

Flowers were twined about the lamps suspended from 
the arches, for this is a little village without gas; vines 
and flowers were upon the window sills and in the chan- 
cel, wherever the building afforded a ledge where they 


could be laid. Virginia creeper just beginning to turn | 


édnto its beautiful shades was on the altar and the rail. 
Banked beneath the rail were the vegetables usually 
considered homely because of our familiarity with them. 
Piled together. their many colors, shades, and variety 
of textures were beautiful and were softened with 
touches of neutral-colored grains. . 

Possibly for 800 years this pretty scene has been en- 
acted in this little rural church, under the hands of the 
different generations, as they have come and gone. 

All ages were represented in the preparations. An 
elderty woman was proud to have the pulpit decoration 
in her charge. Her thoughts, however, went far from 
the work and from the limits of Ashton Keynes, you 
could see, when we as Americans represented to her a 
faraway land. With tears in her eyes she spoke of rela- 
tives having gone to Australia, America and New Zea- 
land. I fancy there are few families in Old England 
which have not members trying new fortunes across the 
seas: many times leaving aching hearts behind. 

Young girls were handing flowers and little boys were 
running errands. One small lad I saw hurrying through 
the straggling path of the graveyard carrying a long 
green marrow nearly half as large as himself. 

On passing into the graveyard from the road, we had 
to go through a very curious gate, bullt around closely 
by a fence, so only one person could pass through at a 
time. In this fashion, the “Narrow Way” had been pro- 


vided, if not the “straight” one—not a very Hospitabie- 


entrance, and a trial to the patience of the congrega- 
tion in going to and leaving church, but a very sure bar 
to any animal with a roving disposition that might be 
tempted by the long grass within the inclosure. 

Many most interesting tombs were found there under 
the shadow and protection of the church: low and am- 
ple with carved supports and piain heavy slabs laid upon 
them. When inscriptions could be deciphered, they 
contained commendations for the dead and warnings for 
the living. 

One had the odd old capitalization as follows and the 
long 8: 
“Cease now Dear frinds and Grieve no more 
1 am not Lost but gone Before.” 


“In Love she lived, in Love she Died 
Her Life was Desired, but Christ deny’d.” 
An old man with a scythe cutting the ankle-deep grass 
seemed wonderfully in harmony with his surroundings.

A stairway only wide enough to permit one to 
ascend with difficulty wound steeply into the darkness, 
and I concluded to leave the armorial bearings, which 
had seen several centuries pass by, to the quietude of the 
centuries to come.

We continued our ride to . a very ancient but 
now unimportant town, and found the harvest fes- 
tival had been celebrated both in the very beautiful ff- 
teenth-century church and in a smal! but quaint chapel 
at the other end of the town. Strictly speaking, the 
word chapel should not be used, for I was told that the 
word chapel when applied to an independent building 
meant a denominational church. As there were eleven, 
but for fear of exaggeration I will say seven, chapels 
and churches in that small town of scarcely more than 
one long street, it did not speak strongly for church 
unity. 

In the little church of which I speak at the evening 
service, the vicar announced the contribution had been 
so liberal he was able to send gifts to the hospital after 
distributing generously to his people who were in need. 

Our journey next lead us to Stratford-on-Avon, where 
we were in time for a most beautiful festival thankagiv- 
ing. lasting for four days and held in Holy Trinity 
Church. 

On Thursday, maiins were read at 9 o’clock, and at 11 
a plain service with sermon and communion was held. 
The Rev. Canon Rivington of Warwick preached the ser- 
mon on “The Privileges of the Communion,” a cause of 
profound thanksgiving. 

The church was not elaborately, but most tastefully, 
decorated. Grains were upon the altar, sheaves of 
wheat upon the top of the rood screen, and flowers and 
red vines on the pillars of the screen. On Sunday when 
the center of the screen was opened, flowers hung heavy 
upon the doors, making a beautiful approach to the 
altar. The font in the west end was trimmed grace- 
fully with flowers and vines, while bunches of exquisite 
grapes, both white and blue, hung im the panels as if 
carved upon the stone. 

On passing beyond the rood screen and through the 
two arches of the tower-room, the choir is reached with 
its quaintly-carved black oak stalis. Their tilting seats 
and candle rests on elther side recall the days when 
these precautions were taken, that the monks should not 
doze during service. The candle would come too un- 
pleasantly near the nodding head. 

Within the chancel is noticed the fine east window; 
another on the side wall, a gift from Americans; the 
richly-carved, full-length effigy beside the alter, and a 
colored bust of Shakespeare upon the left wall. Every 
one knows the stone in the pavement marking the tomb 
and the inscription:

In this acacia there are two large thorns at the 
base of each leaf inhabited by colonies of ants which 
bore into the thorns and make a home for themse)ves 
by eating out the soft inner tissue. On the leaf stalks 
there are honey glands, and at the tip of each leaflet 
there is a sausage-shaped body, about as large as a pin’'s 
head, consisting of albuminous food. The ants sip the 
nectar and eat the food bodies, and being contented with 
their lot, remain on the plant without doing it any in- 


When the plant fs threatened by an invasion of leaf- 
cutting ants which would damage it, the ants composing 
the plant’s army or police force rush out and repel the 
intruders. Many similar arrangements exist In tropi- 


In one of the most remarkable of these ant plants the 
female ant bites a hole in the stem and brings up her 


its base and bears food bodies which are eaten by the 
ants when they emerge to find for themselves. As the 
old food bodies are eaten, new ones are formed, thus 
keeping the ants, which are of a flerce disposition, in the 
plant’s employment. 
do not happen to be inhabited by ants fall an easy prey 

to leaf-cutting kinds of ants, which are only too plen- « 
tiful In the tropics. In other cases the defensive ants 
are provided only with shelter in cavities of the stem, 
and various naturalists have observed that these ants 
pour out in troops whenever leaf-cutting enemies at- 
tempt to attack the foliage. 

The ants which thus defend these plants are small, 
but sting with extreme virulence, their smal! size mak- 
ing them the more formidable. The leaf-cutting ants 
cut off the leaves and pile them up in heaps, forming 

a sort of kitchen garden of leaf mou!d, upon which they 
cultivate a fungus belonging to the mushroom family. 
They sow the spores of the mushroom and make a pure 
culture of the fungus, nibbling at it to prevent the de- 
velopment of mushroom heads and thus promote the 
growth of spawn.—({Chicago Tribune.

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INFLUENCE OF LIGHT. 


INTERESTING EXPERIMENTS MADE BY 
SCIENTISTS.

OTH the scientific and the practical horticulturist 

are ever alert in getting the best possible condi- 

During late years much 
has been done to determine the effect of different lights 
upon flowers, seeds and fruits as well as upon specific 
plants and vegetation in general. Some of the experi- 
ments cover culture in diffused daylight; others the in- 
fluence of radium rays, and still more with electric 
lights and electrocuiture. 


A German experimenter tested the value of diffused 
daylight with about twenty species of ornamental! 
plants in beds so situated as to receive direct sunlight 
for a few hours in the morning and evening and dif- 
fused light during midday.

Woed-retting Fungi. 

While studying various wood-rotting fungi, Mr. 
Spaulding has noted an apparent relation between 
wound parasites and the heartwood of diseased trees. | 
A striking instance of this was that of Fomes ribis 
curring on sassafras trees, In every case examined. 
fungus was found attacking the trees only in 
where the heartwood was exposed by some 
igniarius, studied upon the beech, was found to 
in a similar manner. Hundreds of blazed beech trees 
have been examined, but in not a single instance was 
the fungus found growing where the wound only ex- 
tended into the sapwood. On the other hand, fit was 
constantly found in wounds extending into tne heart- 
wood. The fungus Polystictus versicolor on catalpa and 


PF. fraxinophilus on the white ash can be traced to the 
heartwood through dead stubs or wounds. In a similar 
way Von Schrenk has called attention to the fact that 
F. rimosus, which attacks the heartwood of black locust, 


enters either through the dead stubs or through insect 
burrows.

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SOMEWHAT HACKNEYED. 


CORRESPONDENT from San Bernardino (evi- 
A dently a beginner in the art of poultry breeding) 
asks information on the subject of comparison 
versus score-card judging. In the case of the former, 
and by the law of elimination, the poorer specimens are 
discarded until only the ones entitled to awards are left 
in the hands of the judge. If there are five awards 
(first, second, third, very highly commended and highly 
commended,) the poorest specimen wins the smallest 
consideration, the second poorest, the next in consid- 
eration, and so on up until the best bird only remains, 
winning, of course, first place. Discarded birds receive 
no further consideration, neither does the owner of win- 
ning birds know specifically why his birds are among 
the blue ribboners, other than that they possess ele- 
ments of strength somewhere along the line. Compari- 
son judging is to be commended in the case of large 
shows, as it expedites the making of awards and usu- 
ally satisfies the experienced breeder who can select 
the fine points from the bad quite as readily as the 
judges. 

In the score card, the case is almost reversed. Every 
bird must be examined section by section, and critically 
examined. For instance, the head and beak, eyes, 
comb, wattles and ear lobes, neck, wings, beak, tall, 
breast, body and fluff, legs and toes, are all on a score 
card, as is symmetry, weight or size, and condition. 
They are printed in rotation, column form. The judge 


_ decides first on symmetry, then weight and size, condi- 


> 


tion, then scores the bird, commencing at its head and 
on down to its toes. Any defects in any of these sec- 
tions are marked on the carl. When the owner of a 
bird or.birds gets his cards, he can tell exactly where 
his birds were defective. The score is 100. A speci- 
men might be cut two points for faults in comb, one or 
more points for defect in wings, and so on. If the bird 
scored 90, there would be a cut of ten points. 

The writer is not an advocate of the score card, for 
the reason that in its application but few judges carry 
out its intentions to the last analysis. The tendency is 
to skim over the various sections; then again no two 
judges have the same fine sense of color values in plum- 
age; no two agree exactly on symmetry or type of 
breed; and hardly any two will score the same speci- 
men alike; often there are ties in scores, which are usu- 
ally determined by comparing the birds. At its best, 
the score card furnishes the judge’s individual opinion 
of the bird, which, if he be competent, gives it a value 
to the novice. It also gives a value to many birds not 
in the winning class, as a defeated specimen beaten only 
by say half a point clearly possesses a public record 
which gives it an added value in the breeding pen and 
also as an article of sale. _ 

Breeders with a love of fine birds and an ambition 
of exhibit should study the Standard of Perfection. It 
is to the poultry breeder what the Jersey Cattle Regis- 
ter is to the breeders of that celebrated variety: it tells 
what constitutes the perfect bird in each variety and 
breed by giving disqualifications and imperfections sub- 
ject to discounts or “cuts” on the part of the judge. 


Vagaries of “Fashion in Feathers. 


The veteran Charlies R. Harker, of the Fancier’s 
Monthly, gives some interesting reminiscences bearing 
on the vagaries of fashion within the realm of web and 
feather. For the most part these memories of by- 
gone years show the evolution of what has since become 
known as the American class of poultry—probably the 
most valuable group of all-purpose varieties known to 
the industry. It seems but a year or two ago that a 
few fanciers gathered in the office of the old Poultry 
Bulletin, at 62 Cortlandt street, New York, one dull 
November afternoon and discussed the project of hold- 
ing a poultry show in the great metropolis. The result 
of that meeting was the organization of the New York 
Fanciers’ Club, which held its first show in Madison 
Square Garden, February 13 to 16, 1883. It was a great 
success, but, there were no Buff Wyandottes, nor Buff 
Leghorns, nor Rhode Island Reds, on exhibition. They 
belong to a much later day. Silver Wyandottes there 
were, galore; they were just coming into favor as Wy- 
andottes after having enjoyed phenomenal popularity as 
“American Seabrights.” The second show of the club 
was held at the same place January 23 to 30, 1884. It, 
too, was a success, and though there were no Buff Wy- 
andottes shown, Dr. Deyo then brought out the first 
White Wyandottes. Plymouth Rocks were Barred only, 
no Buffs nor Whites; Leghorns included Whites, 
Browns and Blacks, no Buffs. The third show was held 
February 4 to 11, 1885. It surpassed all its predeces- 
sors, but the buff birds had not yet arrived. The 
fourth and last show given by the Fanciers’ Club as 
originally organized, was held February 3 to 10, 1886. 
White Plymouth Rocks then came out under the name 
of “White Snowflakes.” Buffs of all sorts, except Co- 
chins, were conspicuous by their absence, but that it 
was something of a show may be inferred from the fol- 
lowing figures compiled from our old dusty records: 
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There were on exhibition forty-three breeding pens of 
Silver Wyandottes, seventy pairs and forty-one exhib- 
itors, in all 330 birds of this variety now, alas! sunk to 
the vanishing point. Of Barred Plymouth Rocks there 
were 312, and that number in the slang of today, would 
be “going some” at almost any show of 1909. The total 
number of birds shown, exclusive of pigeons, etc., was 
2445, and up to that time it was the greatest poultry ex- 
hibition ever seen on the American continent. The 
Rhode Island Reds, and the Buff Leghorns, Buff Wyan- 
dottes and Buff Rocks, made their début comparatively 
a short while ago. ® 

And yet the new breeds and varieties are still being 
exploited, like new fashions in clothes and most other 
things with which man has to do. It seems to us, how- 
ever, that to improve present varieties would lead to 
larger results, both on account of utility and beauty. 


The Indian Runner Duck. 


Thought by many supposed to be of modern intro- 
duction, the Indian Runner Duck was known some sixty 
years ago, the first importa reaching England at 
about that time from India. ‘Its progress was at first 
slow; not until about 1893 did it command attention in 
this country, receiving its greatest impetus, however, 
in Australia. Indeed, it is in the latter country that it 
has received widest attention, and in some localities (on 
this account) it is also known as the Australian Indian 
Runner Duck. 

Brown, in his “Races of Domestic Poultry” classes it 
as an egg breed, which reputation it well sustains in

Southern California, where it is next to the White Pe- 
king. the most popular. Color of flesh, orange or deep 
cream; color of legs and feet, deep yellow; color of egg 
shell, white. 

As indicated in the illustration, the body is excep- 
tionally long with a well-rounded breast; head fine, 
rather flat, carried very erect, with a strong, nearly 
straight bill; legs well set back. Color of head, gray- 
ish fawn in ducks and bronze green in drakes; neck, 
wing flights and fluff white: remainder of body fawn 
to gray. Weight, males, 4 to 5 pounds; females, 3 to 4,

duck will lay as high as 200 eggs per year; this may be 
true—in exceptional cases—a good average would be 
150 eggs

When this fraud first started on 
its career, it was not given out as a Burbank product, 
but pow it seems to be flourishing anew under the Bur- 

bank name. 


Boes and Pollination. 


T is generally conceded by experimenters that the 

honey bee is attracted to the blossom by the inflores- 
rence. The results obtained will be a fair index as to 
the truth of this statement. Out of the 1560 blossoms 
emasculated, only five set fruit. During the whole pe- 
riod the pistils of these blossoms remained receptive, 
only eight bees visited the tree. More than twice that 
number was seen in one-half hour om the tree twenty 
feet away. Since only a smal) portion of the emascu- 
lated blossoms set fruit, it is manifest that pollen is not 
transmitted through the air in su quantities to 
insure cross-pollination. While this experiment demon- 
strated the fact that bees will visit trees when the floral 
pert of the blossoms is removed, they are not attracted 
in sufficient numbers to insure perfect pollination. It 
is apparent that the showy petals of the blossoms aid 
materially in attracting the bees. The blossom is well 
supplied with nectar, and the open character of nectary 


makes it accessible to almost all insects. The bees, in | 


trying to reach the nectar, brush against the anthers 
and carry away with them. on thefr bairy lees and ab- 
domen, large quantities of pollen. The insects tn visit- 
ing other blossoms transfer some of the foreign pollen 
to these pistils. Since the wind aids a little in cross- 
pollination, ft ts evident that the various insects, espe- 
elally the bees. are carriers of pollen from one variety 
to another.—[{Rural Press.

foothill fruits are so much sweeter than those raised in 
the valley. It is not so with all varieties or kinds. 
Usually the deciduous fruits are of higher quality when 
grown above the valley plane. I suppose it is because 
sweetness in fruit is developed largely by actinic forces 
and not by heat. The sun shines freer from haze and 
mists in the upland and mountainous localities, allow- 
ing the eun to act with greater effect in the production 
of fruit sugars. With oranges it may be that the actinic 
rays have less to do than the heat rays, oranges being 
of a mere tropical nature. I passed through a fine 
strawberry section a few days ago, noted for the fine

Dying Pine Trees. 


OME months ago I mentioned the fact that a great 

mortality was apparent among the lesser pine for- 
ests of the foothills in Placer and adjoining counties. 
Large areas of the bull pine were devastated by what 
was then believed to be the drought of the previous win- 
ter and which is now known to have been the cause of 
the trouble. “Last week I traveled over a hundred miles 
among the pines of Nevada and Sierra counties, and 
had the opportunity of noting the condition of the tim- 
ber clear to the top of the Sierras. Along the lower 
ranges the effect of last season's shortness of water is 
still apparent among the pine forests of the foothills. 
All the trees that survived, however. are either recov- 
ered entirely or are fast assuming their natural appear- 


drought, but no great devastation has occurred where 
| the owners thought their timber ruined one year ago. 


Now about the higher timbered areas. I could see no 


lack of vigor, or direct injury from dry weather. Both | 
the government reserve and the private holdings are .

When 
we reached the highest altitude we could plainly see a 
forest fire just starting In the ranges north of Truckee. 
The residents of Sierra county would have been alarmed 
a few years ago at a rising and increasingly threaten- 
ing conflagrition. But things have changed since then. 
I asked a mountaineer if he did not fear a great forest 
fire from the big blaze before us, but many miles away. 
He did not think the fire would get the start of the 
rangers, he said. “I expect the telephones have been 
| ringing all over the reserve about that fire for the last 
_bour,” he said. All the villages and towns that we 
passed through that afternoon seemed perfectly satis- 
_ fled that the conflagration would not be allowed to get 
beyond control. It is certainly a satisfaction to those 
people that they are protected, and it is a vast dea) of 
assurance to the country that these millions of acres of 
government lands, covered with six-foot sugar pines and 
other timber of equa! size, are in charge of an efficient 
lot of men with the experience and determination to 
protect them from fires. In this eighty-mile drive, I did 
not see the remains of one new forest fire.

Diseases of Digestion. 
T IS said that “money is the root of all evil.” This 
may be true, although money is a good thing to have, 
if you know how to make good use of it. 

It might also be said that the stomach is the seat of 
all evil—or of all ill-health. Yet a stomach is a good 
thing to have, if you know how to make proper use of 
it. It is true that the enterprising medical slaughter- 
ers have of late included the stomach among the super- 
fluous organs. Still, the average man will much prefer 
to continue to handle his food in the old-fashioned way 
—by the stomach route. 


. “Diseases of the Stomach and Intestines” with an ac- 
count of their relations to other diseases, and of the 
most recent methag@s of diagnosis and treatment, is @ 
bulky volume of over a thousand pages by Boardman 
Reed, M.D., of Los Angeles. Dr. Reed had twenty years 
of practice among dyspeptics and nervous invalids in 
Atlantic City, and has had special European training 
at Vienna and Berlin. This books is a compilation of 
the substance of lectures delivered by him to his classes 
in the Department of Medicine of Temple College, Phila- 
delphia, and in part. upon the “Talks to General Practi- 
tioners” contributed by him to the International Medical 
Magazine during the five years that it was under his 
editotial management. It is, however, written in such 
plain language as may easily be comprehended by all 
intelligent people who have a smattering of knowledge 
in regard to health and disease. 

Referring to the anatomy of the stomach, Dr. Reed 
quotes from a medical report on the dog's stomach. 
Such a suggestion is likely to be misleading. The di- 
gestion of a dog is vastly more powerful than that of 
aman. Then, again, as previously shown here, the for- 
mation of the intestine of a dog is different, in the dog 
the appendix being practically a continuation of the in- 
testine. In this case, the cutting up of dogs has led to 
the superstition that foreign matters can penetrate into 
the appendix, and to the consequent gross evils of need- 
less and dangerous operations. 

Dr. Reed showg that while the hydrochloric acid of 
the gastric juice is antiseptic for many bacteria, it does 
not interfere with the development of the yeast germ. 
He comments at some length upon methods of testing 
the quantity of hydrochloric acid present. This is of 
importance, as the diet must, to a certain extent, depend . 
upon whether there is a surplus or a deficiency of this 
acid. Im the latter case, free fats must be specially 
avoided. Writing recently on this subject to the editor 
of the Care of the Body, Dr. J. H. Kellogg of Battle 

*Creek, where probably a more careful study of the sub- 

_ ject has been made than elsewhere in America, said: 

“I do not know of any simple test for an excessive 
secretion of hydrochloric acid. The most distinctive 
symptom of excessive acidity is a burning in the stom- 
ach and eructations of acid liquid occurring about three 
hours after the meal, or it may occur sooner than three 
hours. The occurrence of a coated tongue, bad breath, 
etc., are not necessarily indications of deficient acidity. 
Bad breath, coated tongue, eructations of gas, disten- 
tion, etc., occur very frequently with excessive acidity 
as well as with deficient acidity. These conditions are 
indicative of autointoxication through absorption of 
decomposing substances from the colon. 

“I can generally make a very good guess in looking a 
case over whether a man has hyperacidity or hypoacid- 
ity, but chemical examinations show that I am some- 
times mistaken.” 

A chapter is devoted to personal hygiene, in which 
good advice is given. Dr. Reed gives a liberal amount 
of space to the important subject of diet. Indeed, he 
recognizes the importance of hygienic measures. and 
discourages reliance upon drug medication to an extent 
that is not usual among members of the “regular” med- 
ical fraternity, although there is a constantly-increasing 
number of them coming out of bondage. He properly 
draws a strict line between mere stimulants and condi- 
ments and foods. 

The author refers to a book on diseases of the stomach 
in two volumes, published in Germany, of which all but 
a few of the closing chapters were devoted to diet and 
hygienic measures, such as massage, hydropathy, etc. 
As Dr. Reed says, in this country a physician runs the 
risk of being considered eccentric if he doesn’t make 


The suggestion made by Dr. Reed that under certain 
conditions, patients may for a time demand more nutri- 
ment than a well person, is a dangerous one. The less 
food—or anything less—that is put into a sick stomach 
the better. 

Dr. Reed repeats the old platitude about a “mixed 
diet” being the best, whereas, as frequently shown here, 
a mixed diet is the most illogical of all the diets, the 


then only after he has been perverted by man. 

Dr. Reed says fasting is usually safe for a few days, 
but rarely much longer in the case of invalids. Evi- 
dently the author has not given the study to this impor- 
tant subject that it deserves or he would know that 
most wonderful recoveries from chronic ailments, de- 
clared by “regular” physicians to be incurable, have 
been effected by prolonged fasts, extending over weeks. 
In fact, in some cases of severe chronic diseases this is 
the only possible means of cure. 


The author refers approvingly to rectal feeding in 
certain cases, also says that some people have apparently 
gained by being pla~ed in baths of warm milk, although, 
as he declares, the fact that people may live for sev- 
eral weeks without food at all makes it uncertain 
whether any benefit can be derived in this way. 

Summarizing advice to dyspeptics the author says: 

“Let them keep their feet warm, their heads cool, 
their kidneys active, and their bowels open, by simple 
natural methods, such as exercise, drinking freely of 
water between meals, etc., avoiding drugs for these pur- 
poses except when especially ordered by their physi- 
cian.” 

This is not unlike the advice given by the editor of 
the Care of the Body in a souvenir card issued last 
Christmas: “Don’t worry,.don't hurry, keep your head 
cool, your feet warm, and your bowels open.” 

As to drugs, are they any less poisonous when pre- 
scribed by a physician than when taken otherwise? 

Referring to the use of wines and beer when there is 
stomach diseases, he includes the possibility of port and 
sherry. These fortified sweet wines are about fhe worst 
thing in the line of liquor that can be put into the stom- 
ach of a well person. In a sick stomach they are poi- 
son. 

Of “zwieback” he declares the particles are too hard 
and gritty for easy solution in the stomach, in conse- 
quence of which there often result from such food in- 


ers are open to the same condition. This is a sugges- 
tion that should be considered by food “cranks.” 

Of sugar Dr. Reed says it is the most difficult point In 
a difficult subject. Sugar, he declares, is essential to 
nutrition. Yes, but not refined concentrated cane sugar. 
All the starch we eat is transformed into embryo sugar 
before it is utilized. There is not the slightest doubt 
that the mere dropping of cane sugar from the dietary 
would, in many cases of dyspepsia, be sufficient to effect 
the cure. 

Writing of salt, Dr. Reed says: “Salt being a neces- 
sary constituent of the body, the taste for it is natural 
—one to be satisfied.” 

Wrong again. Chlorine and sodium are both found 
in the body. They are also found in the organic form, 
in most natural foods, and it is only thus that they can 
be assimilated by the body, the inorganic chloride of 
sodium being a slow poison that overtaxes the depura- 
tive organs. 


Milk, as Dr. Reed shows, is very liable to ferment in 
some stomachs and intestines. Milk is indeed an unnat- 
ural and dangerous food for adults, when mixed with 
other foods. 

A number of diet schemes are quoted without in- 
dorsement of German sources. One of these includes 
such altogether unwholesome foods as sweetbread (con- 
taining five times as much uric acid as beef,) raw beef, 
Sausage, and tapioca. Von Noorden’s directions for 
cases of catarrh of the intestines, including nine feed- 
ings in the twenty-four houree, reads like a nightmare. 
It includes thick cream, tea, coffee, cocoa, bacon, West- 
phalia sausages, brandy, meat and Moselle wine. Now 
what do you think of that?
